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 MAYOR's ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL: 


On this first day of the year, it gives me pleasure to ex- 
tend to you a friendly greeting, and an earnest hope that our 
deliberations for the present year may prove not only agree- 
able to ourselves, but entirely satisfactory to all our citizens. 

Grateful to our constituents for the confidence reposed in 
us by our election to the offices which we have entered to- 
day, we should therefore bear in mind the responsible duties 
which we are called upon to fill, with an eye single to the public 
welfare, and in all our deliberations avoid any selfish, personal 
or partisan inclinations, and resolutely stand for that good 
citizenship, industry, independence and fidelity which the 
public good demands. 

We have taken an oath to faithfully perform the duties 
of our respective offices, and this oath and the various positions 
which we now enter upon impose upon us grave responsibilities : 
to do our full duty to our fellow citizens and to this ancient 
municipality, will require our best effort and most intelligent 
judgment, and upon our acts will, in a measure, depend the 
present welfare and prosperity of this city, Those of us, at 
least, who assume positions as city officers for the first time 
to-day, are not called upon to give an account of our steward- 
ship, but it becomes my duty to report the condition of affairs 
resulting from the work of our predecessors. Many of our 
citizens at the time of the proposed change in our municipal 
government, when we had the distinction of having the largest 
town in the United States, to that of a city with all the 
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necessary changes incident thereto, doubted its wisdom, yet 
whatever differences of opinion may have existed, the old 
town of Pittsfield is forever a thing of the past: the new city 
of Pittsfield is a permanent institution. 

Doubtless much of this enormous increase in expenditures 
has been wise, yet it seems to me at this time, taking into con- 
sideration the depressed condition of business and the unusual 
hardships with which all our people, especially those of small 
means, have been obliged to contend during the past year, 
that as guardians and custodians of the publie interests, we 
should, during the present year, more than during any year of 
our history, exercise the most strict and rigid economy, and 
thereby lighten as much as possible the peoples’ burdens. The 
money annually expended is raised by taxation, and the people 
are obliged to pay these taxes whether they would or not, and 
so with this great power in our hands, while we should not 
pursue a niggardly policy and be guilty of going to the other 
extreme, and thereby inaugurating an era of parsimony, which 
is false economy, we should see to it that all expenses are kept 
within the established revenues and appropriations: we should 
give careful consideration to the management and adjustment 
of our floating and funded debt, and especially should we, 
during the present year, for the reasons stated, prevent any 
lavish and extravagant expenditure of public funds. The 
people have a right to demand that we should spend their 
money wisely and economically. Let us therefore make a 
record for prudence and striet economy this year, which will 
result in imposing less taxes and spending less money, having 
due regard to our actual needs and necessities. If we do this, 
I am sure we shall gratify the expectations and desires of the 
body of our fellow citizens. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This most important branch of the public service should be 
liberally dealt with by the city government, and I am sure 
that no expenditure of the public funds can be better applied 
than by keeping this department in good condition : and that 
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the best results may be obtained, it is necessary to furnish all 
needed facilities and apparatus for the extinguishment and pre- 
vention of. fires, and it is also desirable that our firemen, for 
whose protecting care over our lives and property we are ever 
deeply mindful, should be provided with suitable and comfort- 
able quarters. The subject of a new department engine house 
on School street has been agitated for some years past, and I 
believe that any fair-minded citizen who will take the pains to 
personally investigate, will agree that the present quarters of 
the No. 2, Protectives and Hook and Ladder Companies are 
inadequate to their needs, and that improved, enlarged and 
better quarters in the near future should be provided. The 
Chief Engineer in his report to the City Council this year 
concurs in these views: he states in this report that the No. 1 
engine house is in fair condition; that the No. 2 engine 
house is in poor condition, and that the Protectives, who 
have used the Store House since their organization, are in need 
of very much better quarters: and he recommends that a 
new engine house be built on School street. It appears that 
the last city government failed to act favorably upon this 
matter, but expended in the repair of the present engine 
houses the sum of $400: in consideration of the fact that this 
sum was so recently expended, and for the further reason, 
which has the greatest weight with me as before stated, that 
this is a year for the exercise of the greatest economy, and 
because of the injustice of placing upon our taxpayers, especially 
those of small holdings, an increased burden, I believe that we 
should defer action on this matter for another year, at least, 
and until such time as this large expenditure can be met with- 
out hardship. I appreciate fully the need for favorable action 
in this direction at an early date, but firmly believe that under 
all the circumstances we shall be able to continue in the present 
quarters for another year. 

The advisability of establishing a Fire Commission has been 
suggested, and it may be necessary for the City Council to con- 
sider this subject during the present year. While Commissions 
of this kind are desirable and necessary in our larger cities, in 
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my opinion it does not seem advisable or necessary for a city 
the size of Pittsfield. It adds another commission to the large 
number already established in this city, and there does not seem 
to me to be anything to recommend it ; the less complicated 
our municipal government, and the more democratic it is in 
the broad sense of the term, the better it will be for our citizens. 

While I would refer you to the various heads of depart- 
ments for complete and detailed information, it may be desi- 
rable to call your attention to the following information ascer- 
tained from the report of the Chief Engineer with reference to 
the Fire Department during the past year. The department 
consists of a Chief Engineer, three assistants, one lineman and 
steward of department, and seventy-five men. Nos. 1, 2and 3 
Engine Companies each have five bunkers, and the Hook and 
Ladder Company has two. All these bunkers sleep in the 
engine houses. The bunkers are included in the total of sev- 
enty-five men. 

The apparatus and property of the department is specially 
enumerated in the report of the Chief Engineer, and is reported 
generally to be in good condition, including the Fire Alarm 
telegraph, which consists of 33 boxes, 22 miles of wire, with 
the necessary indicators, tappers, bell and other appliances: this 
most useful and necessary adjunct to the department has, I 
understand, been the means of preventing many serious con- 
flagrations, and as in the past, is now giving complete satisfac- 
tion. I desire to call you attention to the need of more adequate 
protection against fire in the outlying portions of the city, 
especially in the northern section, where many of our most 
valuable manufacturing interests are located, and also at Morn- 
ingside, where a considerable village has sprung up within the 
last year or two, and now contains many new and substantial 
structures, some of which are of a combustible character, and 
liable at any time to be visited by fire with serions results. If, 
as has been contemplated, a new water main should be laid 
through Morningside, I would suggest the advisability of es- 
tablishing a Hose Company there, with suitable apparatus; and 
while in the northern section of the city the mills are generally 
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supplied with automatic sprinklers for their own protection, it 
seems to me that steps should be taken by the city there, to 
more adequately protect the lives and property of our citizens. 
I am told that if this should be accomplished the rate of 
insurance upon property in that locality would be materially 
less. For a detailed statement of the condition of the depart- 
ment and the recommendations of the Chief Engineer, I would 
refer you to his report for your careful consideration. 


POOR DEPARTMENT. 


This community has been particularly fortunate in past 
years in having less poverty, destitution and suffering, than 
most municipalities with as large a population ; and of all the 
departments of our city, I believe that none should receive 
more careful and intelligent consideration, to the end that 
human suffering and actual want should be reduced to the 
minimum. The worthy and deserving poor should at all times 
be the object of our deepest solicitude and protecting care, and 
I may say that this department of the city, in my opinion, is 
organized and conducted with wisdom and discrimination. 
Those who have not given the subject special study and 
examination are probably but little aware of the careful and 
constant attention involved in this labor, and the necessity for 
close investigation and good business judgment, in so bestowing 
alms upon those who may apply that the city may not encour- 
age the unworthy, but at the same time be sure that the 
necessities of the deserving poor and unfortunate may be 
promptly and humanely relieved. There are now at the Alms 
House 44 inmates, 60 persons having been kept there during. 
the past year, or at least during a portion of the year. Twenty 
are reported to be insane or idioticand 24 are sane, and of this 
number many are aged and infirm. The expense for caring 
for the poor at the Almshouse, for the year is abont $4,850. 
In addition to these persons at the Almshouse we have what is 
known asthe Outside Poor, for the relief of whose necessities 
about $7,300 has been expended during the past year. Nine 
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were insane or feeble-minded persons, supported at State Insti- 
tutions and in private families. Abont 500 persons have re- 
ceived aid outside the Almshouse, who are residents of the 
city, 250 of whom have settlements here. Sixty had settlements 
in other cities and towns and lived here. Of the amounts paid 
for such as received aid and had settlements elsewhere, this city 
will be to a great extent reimbursed. In addition to the above, 
90 received aid who had no settlement in this Commonwealth, 
and the amounts so paid to them will mostly be returned to the 
city by the State Treasurer. Besides these above mentioned to 
whom relief has been furnished, there are many persons living 
in other places who have settlements here, who have been aided 
and for whose support a portion of this sum of $7,300 was ex- 
pended. Although heretofore the inmates of the Almshouse 
have been as a rule insane, feeble minded, or aged and intirm 
persons, yet I am informed by the Superintendent of the Poor 
that during the past few weeks, strong, able-bodied young men 
out of work and in destitute cireumstances have applied for 
admission, and requested leave to remain until they could ob- 
tain employment. It is also stated by the Superintendent that 
the number of out-side poor seeking relief has been larger this 
year than ever before, and this number, owing to the lack of 
employment, will steadily increase. The Superintendent fur- 
ther states that the female insane department at the Almshouse 
is taxed to its utmost capacity, and recommends that it be en- 
larged at an early date, and I would respectfully recommend 
that you give this matter early consideration, and provide for 
such additional accommodations as may be wise and necessary 
for the proper care of these poor and helpless persons. By 
reason of the lack of employment of many of our people, and 
for other reasons, I believe that the city will be called upon to 
assist a much larger number of destitute persons this year than 
ever before, and while generally I am not in favor of the lav- 
ish expenditure of publie money, I do recommend that our 
worthy and deserving poor may be well and comfortably pro- 


. vided for, and that a liberal sum may be appropriated by you 
for that purpose. 
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In addition to the assistance rendered the poor of the city 
out of the public funds, I cannot forbear calling your attention 
to the unostentatious, but noble work for the relief of the poor 
and needy in this city, which is being daily performed by 
several local charitable organizations ; the citizens of Pittsfield 
owe to these societies, and those who are conducting them, a 
debt of gratitude which few of us fully appreciate. Let this 
practice of dispensing alms through these agencies never be 
discontinued. Let all of us according to our substance, forever 
hereafter, provide fur the relief of suffering poverty by a 
generous support of this sweet and touching charity, remem- 
bering that we can be engaged in no nobler, better, or more 
Christian work than the alleviation of human suffering. 


POLICE. 


The Police Department consists of a Chief of Police, Cap- 
tain of Night Patrol, 15 Patrolmen and a Matron. During 
the year 1892 the whole number of arrests by the police was 
1984. The total number for the year ending December 15, 
1893, was 924, being a decrease of 360 during the year 1893. 
The total number of tramps cared for during the past year, 
1959, being 586 more than were given lodging in 1892. 

The Chief of Police recommends that the station house be 
repainted apnd thoroughly renovated, and I heartily concur in 
this recommendation. 

While probably no police department in any city was ever 
so absolutely perfect as to be beyond legitimate criticism, yet 
the members of this department as a whole, seem to have per- 
formed their duties well and efficiently, and are entitled to 
full credit therefor.

PUBLIC WORKS. 


The public works of the City are in good condition, and at 
a large expenditure of money our water works and sewers have 
been extended, until they may now be utilized by a much 
larger portion of our inhabitants than ever before, but as the 
matter of construction and supervision of sewers is under the 
control of the Sewer Commissioners, I will call your attention 
to that subject later in this message. 

As all the highways and sidewalks are under the control of 
the Board of Public Works, they have the responsibility of 
expending a very large share of the public MOREY annually 
raised by taxation. 

The streets and roads of the city, have been kept in as good 
repair as the money at the disposal of the Board would permit. 
Over four thousand dollars was expended between January 
first and the opening of spring, in making snow roads, the 
largest amount ever expended in one year probably for this 
purpose. 

In permanent improvements, the Board call attention to the 
piece of Macadam on Waconah street, which has been brought 
to grade, and on the foundation crushed stone laid. In the 
spring the Board propose to complete this piece, which will 
afford a good example of the desirability of this class of roads. 
Clapp avenue also presents an example of excellent Macadam. 
The Board recommend the expenditure of more money annually 
for Macadam roadways, until all the more important streets in 
the city are macadamized. Such roads are less costly to keep 
in repair, and much more satisfactory at all times of the year. 

In this connection I desire to submit to you, for most care- 
ful consideration, what seems to me to be of the greatest im- 
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portance to the city, and that is a more durable and permanent 
road-bed for that portion of North street, between West street 
and the Railroad bridge: this street between these points is 
subject to more travel of all kinds than any other section of 
the city, and in my opinion the present system of Macadam, 
while it is a most desirable method of road making as applied 
to most of our highways, yet it can scarcely be considered an 
unqualified success upon North street. I believe that portion 
of North street above designated should eventually be laid 
with some durable substance, and when once accomplished it 
would be a piece of work which would last for many years, add | 
to the attractiveness of the street, be economy in the end, and 
a source of pride and satisfaction to our citizens. To do this, 
would be more or less expensive, and I would not recommend 
that it be done during any one year. I earnestly recommend 
that à portion of the work be done this year, and every year 
until completed. In this way the cost could be easily met and 
I hope you will give the subject early consideration. 

During the past two or three years much damage has been 
occasioned by the large quantity of surface water, which 
- accumulates on North street every spring and fall, and during 
heavy rainfalls without adequate drainage to carry itaway. In 
addition to the damage caused by flooding store cellars, this 
water submerges the sidewalks and obstructs travel, and should 
be remedied. I am informed that suits are now pending 
against the city for damages from this cause. The Board has 
during the past year relieved North street at the corner of 
Summer street from a portion of this surface water by divert- 
ing it in other directions, but these are only temporary remedies, 
and not sufficient. In case of heavy showers there will still be 
trouble there, and a permanent and effectual remedy can in the 
opinion of the Board, be only provided, by carrying out the 
recommendations as made in its report two yearsago. I believe 
that something should be done to correct this matter during 
the present year, and I would respectfully refer you to the 
report of the Board for the year 1891, pages 13 and 14, where 
the whole subject is fully discussed. 
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WATER WORKS. 


Another most responsible duty devolving upon the Board of 
Publie Works is the supervision and control of our system of 
water works. They renew the recommendation made a year 
ago, in regard to laying a new service main from the Tannery 
bridge, through the Morningside section and to Pontoosuc. 
The Board points out that this line will give additional fire 
protection to several sections of the city which are very much 
lacking in that respect, and will provide for a large increase in 
the number of water takers in these sections. The Board 
earnestly recommends early action on this matter, that the 
Legislature may be petitioned to, for authority to increase the 
water debt, so that the work may be done the coming summer. 
As early action as possible should be taken, so that the neces- 
sary pipe and material may be contracted for in the winter, 
when prices are considerably lower than after the season opens. 

As the section of the city through which the proposed 
extension would be laid is wholly or partially without the bene- 
fits of our water supply service, and as much additional pro- 
tection would be given against fire, as at Morningside, ( and 
heretofore alluded to under the head of Fire Department) and 
as the amounts expended for the extension of our water works 
do not inerease the burden of taxation, but are taken care of 
by receipts from water rents and other sources, it seems to me 
that this extension should be made. The cost is estimated at 
about $30,000, and could be met by the issue of bonds at alow 
rate of interest. I believe that all the inhabitants should have 
equal privileges in this as in other directions, where the same 
are practicable and reasonable. 

The Board has done much to improve, enlarge, and benefit 
the water service during the past year. 

New distributing mains have been laid to the amount of 
6,328 feet, 8 new hydrants set, and 91 new connections made 
for water takers. The following figures give a substantially 


correct showing of the financial operations of the water works 
during the year:

BRIDGES. 


There have been new bridges constructed during the past 
year. The sum of $2,102.22 has been expended for bridge 
repairs during the year. In this connection, and on account of 
a feeling of uneasiness and uncertainty as to the condition of 
several bridges, and their abutments, I earnestly recommend 
that a most searching and careful examination of all our bridges, 
and bridge abutments be made during the coming spring, to the 
end that the public safety may be conserved as far as possible. 
We cannot be too vigilant in protecting ourselves and others 
against the horrors and fatalities which so often come with 


falling bridges. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


In lighting streets, nearly $9,000 has been expended, (esti- 
mated at $5,751) 1 are light has been added, and 39 incandes- 
cent lights. "Thirty lights have been established on West 
Housatonic street and the Barkerville road, as far as the Lower 
Barker mill, by order of the City Council; 4 on South street 
beyond the railroad bridge; 2 on First street; 1 on Pearl street ; 
1 on Winter street and 1 on Onota street. One arc light was 
established on the corner of Henry and Elizabeth streets. 

For further information, suggestions, and recommendations 
concerning the publie works of the city, I respectfully refer 
you to the report of the Board. As stated at the outset, the 
work of the Board is most important, and places upon its mem- 
bers much labor and responsibility. They have performed 
their duties faithfully and well, and ever since our city was 
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organized have served without compensation. It would seem 
to be unfair and unjust for this commission to perform its work 
gratuitously when other Boards are paid for their services, and 
I would respectfully recommend for your consideration the 
advisability of putting all our city officials upon a more equal 
footing, and provide that they should be paid proportionately 
to the value and extent of the services rendered. 


SEWERS. 


With the close of the last year the two trunk or main sewers 
which have been in process of construction for the last three 
years have been practically completed, making a total of about 
20 miles of new sewers in the city which may now be connect- 
ed with. Over 300 abutters have so far connected with the 
new sewers; while these East and West trunks, so called, con- 
stituting the new sewers, have been completed, there are many 
connecting, or intercepting, and lateral sewers yet to be laid in 
different parts of the city to comply with the public demand. 
As these new trunk sewers have been constructed at so great 
an expense, it is not likely that they will be extended, or that 
similar ones will be required to be constructed, for the present 
at least. The act under which these new sewers were built was 
passed in 1890 and like almost all similar acts passed during 
recent years, contained a provision that they should be con- 
structed “in accordance with any general plan which has been 
or may be approved by the State Board of Health.” As is 
known, under the present construction the sewage disposal 
collected by these new sewers is deposited in the Housatonic 
River; by the terms of the act, as limited by the State Board 
of Health, this method of disposal into the river must cease 
on or before June 1st, 1900. During the last ten years, at 
least, this method of disposing of sewage matter has not been 
looked upon with favor in Massachusetts by our State Board 
of Health, and acts passed by our Legislature in recent years 
have generally forbidden it. So whether the policy is wise or 
otherwise, it seems to be fully established, and sooner or later 
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we must meet and solve the problem which confronts us. 
Many modern methods of sewage disposal are advocated, in- 
eluding the establishment of filtration beds. I do not attempt 
to make any recommendation on this subject, but simply call 
to your attention a most perplexing problem, which the city 
will be called upon in the near future to solve. 

When we consider the marvelous growth in electrical science, 
and the many ways in which this agency has been utilized in 
recent years, it seems to me to be entirely within the range of 
possibility that it may be the means by which the desired re- 
sults may be accomplished. I trust that some day the uses to 
which electricity will be put may make it practicable not only 
to purify our sewage, but to furnish light to our city by the 
same instrumentality. 

The Act authorizing our new system of sewerage, is con- 
tained in chapter 357 of Acts of the year 1890; the seventh 
section of this chapter provides as follows: ‘The City Council 
may by vote determine what proportion of the cost of the 
main trunk sewers, the intercepting sewers and the lateral sew- 
ers shall be assessed upon lands or estates benefitted thereby, 
and may make a different rule or proportion for the assessment 
of the different parts of said sewers as shall seem to said Coun- 
eil equitable and right. Said City Council shall also determine 
what allowance shall be made, if any, to persons or estates who 
have paid assessments for sewers already constructed and which 
may become useless in whole or in part by reason of sewers 
constructed under this Act. The assessment so to be made for 
the expense of constructing the common sewers shall be made 
upon persons and estates in the manner provided by chapter 
fifty of the Public Statutes, and acts in amendment thereof, 
and all provisions of said chapter, and acts not inconsistent with 
this act, shall apply to assessments so laid.” 

In the report of the Commissioners of Sewers of this city for 
the year ending December 31, 1892, to the City Council, on 
page 201, they state as follows: 


‘It will be found that the average cost of lateral sewers is about one 
dollar per running foot, and the Commissioners believe that seventy-five 
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per cent. of this amount should fairly be paid by the abutters, and they 
recommend that a uniform assessment of thirty-seven and one-half cents 
per front foot, for lots one hundred feet in depth. and a proportionate 
amount for such rear lands as may be built upon, be laid upon lands of 
abutters so situated as to be able to use the sewers." 

Up to this date, and for a long time prior thereto, a portion 
of the sewers have been laid and completed for connection. I 
regret to say that the City Council who are charged with the 
duty of fixing the proportion and rule with reference to these 
assessments, upon persons and estates benefitted thereby, have 
failed to do so, although authorized and empowered to perform 
that duty by section seven above referred to: and besides as 
you have seen the Commissioners of Sewers recommended one 
year ago that this assessment be laid, and suggested thirty-seven 
and one-half cents per front foot for lots of one hundred feet 
in depth, ete. 

Had these assessments been promptly laid and collected, 
several thousand dollare, in my opinion, would have been paid 
into the City Treasury, prior to this date. As a very large sum 
of money has been expended in the construction of these sew- 
ers, and as $10,000 of the funded debt on account thereof falls 
due on June 1, 1894, and $10,000 interest will have to be paid 
on the outstanding bonds, I earnestly recommend that this 
assessment be authorized by you at an early date, that the 
amounts due may be assessed and collected as soon as possible 
and applied in payment of the debt and interest.

SCHOOLS. 


One of the largest single items of appropriation made by 
the city each year is for the maintenance of schools. The 
publie school system which has done so much for the education 
of our youth, should be maintained in all its efficiency by the 
city and our citizens, with a spirit of liberality, to the end, 
that our boys and girls, the great majority of whom obtain all 
the school training they ever receive, in the publie schools, 
may have a thorough common school education, and thereby 
be better fitted to take up the burdens and responsibilities of 
life which we all in due time must assume. The character of 
our future citizenship will largely be determined by the 
efficiency and value of our publie schools, and I am glad to be 
able to congratulate the city upon its good fortune in having 
this department of our city in the hands of an intelligent and 
painstaking committee and superintendent, and a corps of com- 
petent and faithful teachers.

The expense per pupil based on the whole number enrolled 
in day schools (3969) is practically the same as last year, $14.20. 
e According to the last report of the State Board of Education 
the average expense for each child in the state between five 
and fifteen years of age was $17.41. Iu comparison with these 
figures our per capita expense of $14.69 for children between 
five and fifteen years of age appears economical. 

The inerease in expenditure for repairs was necessitated by 
the sanitary changes in the Orchard street building, the raising 
of the stack at Morningside, and the making and furnishiug of 
two rooms in the Linden street building. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The attendance at the Fenn street school during the past 
term has been in excess of the seating accommodation. Much 
trouble will be experienced in this building at the beginning of 
the spring term in providing room for the pupils in this section 
of the city. To relieve the crowded condition of this school, 
provision for additional school facilities in the southeastern part 
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of the city will be required at an early date. The old building 
at Silver Lake should not be used longer than absolute neces- 
sity compels. It will also be necessary to furnish in a short 
time more ample accommodations than the Linden street school 
and the Training school at present afford in these respective 
localities. 

For further and more detailed information concerning this 
department, I would respectfully refer you to the interesting 
report of the School Committee.

CITY CONTRACTS. 


I desire to call to the attention of the City Council, section 
20 of the charter which provides “ Neither the members of the 
City Council, members of City Boards or any officers of the 
city shall directly or indirectly contract with or purchase for 
himself, or any firm with which he is connected, supplies, ma- 
terial, or labor on account of, or for the use of the city.” This 
provision in the charter was imposed to prevent any city official 
from either directly or indirectly contracting with the city; it 
would be against sound public policy to allow contracts of this 
character, and I trust that the City Council will see to it that 
its provisions are rigidly enforced. 


PUBLIC PARKS. 


There are three parks in the city, the small park in front of 
the City Hall is an ornament to the city, and is, and has been 
in recent years, kept in such condition as to be the pride of 
our people and the admiration of strangers. The “Common” 
on First street has been improved and is utilized as a pleasure 
ground, yet the Burbank Park, which became the property of 
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the city in accordance with the settlement with the Burbank 
heirs, has remained in the same condition ever since it became 
publie property. The natural attractiveness of this tract of 
land eannot be excelled for beauty and desirability of location. 
Situated on the shores of Onota Lake, it consists of about 30 
acres, and is easily accessible to our people, being but one mile 
and a half from the Post Office. I am informed that during 
the past summer it has been the resort of tramps, and other 
undesirable persons, rendering it unfit for a pleasure resort, and 
I would recommend that it hereafter be under closer police 
surveillance and that a small sum be appropriated each year for 
permanent improvement, that this spot so richly endowed by 
nature, for the purposes it was acquired, may serve as a place 
of recreation and enjoyment to all our people. To make this 


park attractive and beautiful, would be conducive to the publie 


health of the community, and of lasting benefit to all our citi- 
zens, and be comparatively inexpensive. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CITY CHARTER. 


Our charter which has been in force now for three years, is 
in my opinion, defective in certain particulars, and should be 
amended. While I am not in favor of frequent changes in the 
fundamental law of our society, there are some defects in our 
charter, which have operated to our disadvantage, and which I 
believe we should ask the Legislature to remedy by proper 
amendments. It is not my purpose to point out to you, at this 


time, the changes which appear to me to be desirable, but I 
recommend that a committee appointed by the City Council, 
consisting of five or more persons, be appointed to investigate 
this subject and make report thereon. 


ENFORCEMENT OF LAW. 


The city at the last election voted by a substantial majority, 
against the sale of intoxicating liquors this year. In common 
with all law-abiding, and fair-minded citizens, I believe in the 
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suppression of crimes of whatever nature, and I believe it to 
be the duty of the city authorities to see to it that not only 
violators of the liquor laws, but all should be brought to justice, 
so far as is possible to be done. To enforce our laws without 
fear or favor, whatever our individual opinions may be as to 
the best methods of regulating the liquor traffic, will commend 
itself to the intelligent judgment of the great body of our 
citizens. 


CONCLUSION. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crrv CoUNCIL: 


In conclusion, let me say that I will not weary you with 
further suggestions. During the year I may avail myself of 
the privilege accorded me by law, to from time to time make 
such recommendations as in my opinion the public welfare, 
and the interests of the city and its inhabitants may require. I 
have dwelt at greater length upon the necessity of strict re- 
trenchment and economy in publie expenditures, than I should 
have done, if I had not fully believed, that it was at this time 
especially required. 

While you serve your city without compensation, your 
acceptance of your respective offices, assures me that you will 
devote as much of your time and attention to the publie busi- 
ness as may be necessary to carefully and intelligently protect 
the city's interests. 

Confident that we are all actuated by a common desire to 
further as far as possible the happiness, prosperity, and honor 
of the city, whose interests are committed to our care and 
keeping, and relying upon your kind indulgence toward me, 
and your courtesy toward each other, I feel assured that we 
shall be enabled to discharge the duties of our respective offices 
harmoniously, with credit to ourselves, and so as to merit the 
approval of our fellow-citizens.

Commissioners of Sewers. 


Jo the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of the City of 
Pittsfield : 


The Commissioners of Sewers for the City of Pittsfield 
respectfully present this, their third annual report, containing 
a statement of the work done under their supervision for the 
year 1893, and its cost, and a general statement of all the work 
done on the new sewer system, with the total expendituré up 
to January 1, 1894, 


BIDS. 


The necessary plans and specifications having been previ- 
ously prepared, advertisement for proposals for labor and 
materials for the work to be done during the season of 1893, 
was made March 17, 1893. 

On April 8th the bids for furnishing materials were 
opened. 

There were received three bids for furnishing brick, viz :— 
Central New England Brick Exchange, at $8.75 and $9.75 per 
thousand, f. o. b. Pittsfield ; Standard Brick Company of Spring- 
field, at $8 per thousand, f. o. b. Springfield ; and Dodge & De- 
vanny, at $9 per thousand, delivered on the ditch and measured 
in the work at 223 brick to cubic foot. 

The contract was awarded to Dodge & Devanny of 
Pittsfield. 

There were received for furnishing cement three bids, 
viz:—Howard & Morrow, Rosendale $1.08 per barrel, f. o. b. 
Pittsfield, Portland, $2.65 per barrel, f. o. b. Pittsfield; Dodge 
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& Devanny, Rosendale, $1.15 per barrel, Portland, $2.78 per 
barrel, delivered on ditch; H. P. Lucas, Rosendale, $1.08 per 
barrel, Portland, $2.48 per barrel, f. o. b. Pittsfield, and 5 cents 
per barrel for delivery on the ditch. 

The contraet for both kinds of cement was awarded to 
H. P. Lucas. 

For furnishing manhole castings 7 bids were received, 
ranging from $8,50 to $14 per set. 

The contract was awarded to M. T. Moore of Pittsfield, 
the lowest bidder. 

For furnishing vitrified pipe 9 bids were received. These 
bids differed very materially as to price, delivery, inspection, 
and breakage, and they were all carefully considered. 

The bid of H. P. Lucas at 754 per cent. off list price, with 
delivery and inspection on the diteh and measurement when 
laid, was deemed to be the most advantageous for the city. 
The contract was therefore awarded to him upon those terms. 

On April 16 the three bids received for the construction 
of the trunk and lateral sewers were opened. 

These bids were based on a unit; that is, the bids were 
made for each cubie yard of earth, rock and brick work and 
lineal foot of pipe laying. 

They were as follows:

The bids were carefully compared by the Commissioners, 
and it was determined to award the contract to the Troy 
Public Works Company. 

Carefully drawn contracts between the Commissioners 
representing the city, and the successful bidders, were execut- 
ed, and good and sufficient bonds for their faithful perform- 
ance were given to the city.

RIVER CROSSINGS. 


Careful inquiry showed that it would be inadvisable to in- 
clude in the contract for work on the trunk and lateral sewers 
the work for the river crossings, as this sort of work is coh- 
sidered by contractors so hazardous that they are unwilling 
to make any bids upon it that will not insure them against 
loss. 

When the work on the trunk and lateral sewers had pro- 
gressed to a point where it became advisable to taks up the 
work on the river erossings, the necessary specifications hav- 
ing been prepared, advertisement was made for bids on this 
work. But one bid was obtained, that of the Troy Public 
Works Company of $8250, which covered only the labor and 
necessary tools, machinery, etc., for the work. This bid was 
considered too high and therefore rejected. 

Afterwards, on the 8th day of August, the Commissieners 
made a conttact with the Troy Public Works Company to 
build the river crossings and furnish all the necessary tools, 
pumps, machinery and apparatus for $1500, the city to furnish 
all material and pay for the labor. The Troy Public Works 
Company finished their contract October 17th, and the work 
eost, exclusive of material, $5,243.87, which amount is about 
$2700 less than it would have cost had the bid of $8250 been 
accepted. 


RECORDS. 


Sectional plans of the streets of the city and of private 
property through which sewers have been constructed, show- 
ing the locations, sizes and grades of all sewers, manholes and 
connections, have been made for this year’s werk in conformity 
with the plans made for the work previously completed, These 
plans are all properly numbered, indexed and bound, and make 
a complete record of the work, to which ready reference may 
be had for any desired information. 
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CONNECTIONS. 


Up to January 1st, 1894, there have been 385 permits 
granted to connect with the sewers. Of these 191 were granted 
during the year of 1893. A record is kept of all such permits, 
showing the date, name of applicant and location of conneetion. 


All applications are kept on file. 


DAMAGES. 


About fifty cases of claims for damages growing out of 
the building of the sewers, either for crossing private land or 
for other damage have arisen. All of these cases have been 
settled, except three, and deeds for easements in the lands. 


taken, recorded. 


Engineers’ Report. 


To the Commissioners of Sewers for the City of Pittsfield: 


GENTLEMEN.—The following is my report of the Sewer 
work for 1893. 

Of the work planned for the season, it was thonght best 
to start with the most difficult sections. Accordingly large 
gangs of men were put on at Elm street. west of the river, at 
High street, and at Alder street on the continuation of the 
West Trunk. 

As soon as the work was well under way in these locations, 
other gangs were put on as fast as they could be worked to ad- 
vantage and the construction hurried on from all points. 

Work was first begun at Elm street, May 5th. "The sewer 
had previously been built in this street to a point near the east- 
erly line of Senator Dawes! property. It is a 12 inch main 
lateral and drains all that section from Fenn street on the 
North to Housatonic street on the South. This sewer running 
from Elm street as stated above, turns up East street and inter- 
cepts in their order, the sewers of Appleton avenue, Pomeroy 
avenue, Willis street and Bartlett avenue. Sewers being 
already built in these streets, the new sewer was carried across 
East street intercepting them, before they turned into the old 
East street sewer, which was also intercepted by these cross 
lines. At Willis street the size of the sewer was changed to 
6 inch for East street and to 10 inch for Willis street, the 
Willis street sewer being a continuation of the East street main 
and connecting at the junction of Fenn street with the Fenn 
street lateral. 

The construction of the sewer through East street was 
peculiarly: difficult owing to the existence of many pipes, the 
locations of which were uncertain. This necessitated the 
laying of the sewer on the extreme Northerly side of the street 
between the curbing and the main water pipe which supplies 
the whole city. The depth of excavation was from 10 to 20 
feet, through coarse running gravel and sand. To protect the 
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water main great care had to be taken. The trench was care- 
fully braced with stout timbers, which, to prevent settling and 
caving, were left in place. 

On the 6th of May another large gang of men was started 
in High street on the East side of the river at a point where the 
sewer was afterwards carried under the river. 'This sewer is 
10 inches in diameter and runs through High street to the 
North until it reaches Elm street, thence out Elm street to the 
East as far as Meadow Lane. At the junction of Elm and 
Newell streets a branch of the sewer leaves Elm street and 
runs out Newell street as far as Meadow Lane. From the 
beginning in High street to the junction at Newell street, 
owing to the depth of the sewer, the character of the ground 
and proximity of the water main, the construction was difficult 
and progress slow, but from that point on the excavation was 
through clean dry sand and was completed in a short time. 

A gang of men was started on the 24th of May at the 
junction of Seymour and Park Streets, and a main lateral was 
constructed which drains the upper end of Wahconah street, 
North street as far as Clough street to the South and Weller 
avenue to the North, the House of Mercy district and short 
portions of Burbank and Orchard streets. 

On the 3d day of July a gang was started at the junction 
of Spring and Burbank streets and a line constructed across 
the vacant lot lying between Burbank and Tyler streets to 
Tyler street, from which point the sewer was extended through 
Tyler street in both directions; to the East, as far as Parker 
street and to the West to Myrtlestreet. This work progressed 
rapidly. | 
In Curtis street, a sewer having been constructed the 
previous year tothe junction of Curtis and Brown streets, a 
lateral was extended from this point throughout Brown street 
to Tyler street and from Brown street through Peck Place to 
Parker street and out Parker street to Tyler street. 

The character of the excavation being the same as that 
encountered on Tyler street, this werk was also quickly done, 

Laterals were built in other streets throughout the city as 
shown by the tables of work done 

On the 10th of May, the second gang of men was started 
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on the construction of the West Trunk extension. With the ex- 
ception of the River Crossings, this work was the most difficult 
of any. - | 

_From the start, water came into the trench through the 
loose gravel in such great quantities that even with the aid of 
two powerful steam pumps, it was with difficulty kept low 
enough for the men to work. It was necessary to construct an 
8 inch underdrain to carry the water to the pumps. 

This sewer is of Akron pipe 18 inches in diameter and laid 
in a bed and covered by concrete to a depth of 6 inches. 

Commencing at the junction of Francis avenue and Alder 
street, where the work on the West Trunk sewer ended in 1892, 
it extends through Alder street to Seymour street, through 
Seymour street to the North to Wahconah street and in Wah- 
conah street from Seymour street to a point about 200 feet 
South of the bridge at the grist mill, where it was thought 
advisable to stop work for the present. 

In Alder street, owing to the water and the character of 
the soil encountered in excavation, the work progressed slowly 
and at Seymour street, where the cut reached the depth of 21 
feet, water, with quicksand made it difficult to secure a good 
foundation. The bottom was sounded at intervals of every few 
feet by the engineer or the inspector, and where necessary, the 
quicksand was excavated to solid bottom and the trench refilled 
with clean gravel to the grade of the sewer. 

As the sewer extended down Seymour street, the cut 
gradually grew less, but with the same conditions of water and 
quicksand until Park street was reached, where the upper 
stratnm of gravel was encountered. Now, for some distance, 
although water still bothered, the work progressed more rapid- 
ly, and by this time work on the laterals being nearly com- 
pleted, another large gang was started ahead on the line on 
Waheonah street. Both gangs now moved on rapidly. About 
400 feet from the North end of Seymour street, a very soft 
bottom of the nature of marl was encountered, and from there 
nearly to Wahconah street it became necessary to support the 
sewer on a properly constructed cradle. On Wahconah street, 
near Seymour street, for about 100 feet, the same character of 
earth was found and treated in the same manner. The remain- . 
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der of the way there was nothing to interrupt the progress 
until the work was completed. 


To connect those districts lying beyond the river, it was 
necessary to build sewers crossing the river, and it was decided 
to eross in three places. 


For the district East of the East branch of the Housatonic, 
the river was crossed by a line of iron pipe extending from 
Water street, near the Gas House, to a point directly opposite 
in High street, and on the west side of the city, the West 
branch of the Housatonic river was crossed at Linden street, 
and again at West street. 


The work was commenced at Linden street August 14th. 
Cofferdams were constructed and sunk; first one half of 
the river being taken and then the other. 


Notwithstanding the Cofferdams, great quantities of 
water came up from the gravelly bottom, and two steam pumps, 
kept running night and day, were required to keep the water 
down. The pipe was laid on a solid foundation under the bottom 
of the river and covered with concrete. 


At West street the work was more difficult but on the 
same principle. 

At High street the greater depth of water in the river 
and peculiar nature of the river bottom, made the work 
still more difficult than at either Linden or West street. 

The water in the river was lowered by raising the 
gates in the dam of VanSickler’s mill, and the work was done 
in the same manner as at Linden and West streets, though 
the concrete foundation was carried down through the soft 
sand and mud of the bottom to solid rock. With this line the 
work of the river erossings was finished. 


The work on all the sewers was carefully inspected by 
men appointed for the purpose. Careful records of the loca- 
tions of the openings for connections were made by these in- 
spectors and no part of the work was allowed to be covered 
until it had been approved either by the engineer or the in- 
spector.

As the sewers were completed they were flushed and 
cleaned and made ready for use.

The work completed up to January Ist, 1894, comprises 
19.11 miles of sewer, of which 4.30 miles are trunk sewer and 
14.81 miles laterals. 

All contracts for work on the new sewer system have been 
completed and all contractors fully paid. 

There is an urgent demand for the continuance of the work. 
The sewers in North Street above the railroad bridge should be 
connected with the new sewer system before finishing the

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macadamizing of the street. Wahconah street, where the 
water main has been carried, should be sewered in order to 
avoid the necessity of building cesspools, which in this locality, 
last but a short time, owing to the charaeter of the ground. 

On South Street, from Broad Street to the West Trunk 
sewer; on Beaver Street beyond Fenn Street; south of Dawes 
Avenue, and east of the Housatonie liver, are all sections 
which will require sewers in the near future, 

The large number of abutters who are now using the new 
sewers, which number is constantly increasing, directs atten- 
tion to the disposal of the outfail. The act of 1890 gives the 
city the right to empty the sewage into the river until the 
year 1900, before which time the question of sewage disposal 
for this city must be solved. This will require careful study 
and investigation of the various methods suggested by sani- 
tary scientists and of the experiments being tried in different 
parts of the country. Whatever method may be adopted, as 
best adapted to our local conditions, whether it be irrigation, 
chemical treatment or electricity, should not be decided upon 
without proof of economy and the best results from a sanitary 
point of view.

THE CHIEF ENGINEER 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


| HEADQUARTERS FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
Zo His Honor the Mayor and Members of the City Council : 


In compliance with the City ordinance, I have the honor 
of submitting my third annual report under the City Govern- 
ment, (the same being the fifty-ninth of the Fire Department), 
for the year ending Nov. 30, 1893. 

This report contains a complete record of the operations 
of the department during the year. Its cost of maintenance, 
a list of all fires and alarms, with valuation of property at 
stake, losses and insurance as nearly as could be ascertained. 

A complete statement of the condition of buildings and 
apparatus, the number of men in department, together with 
such other information as may be of interest to our citizens. 

In the past year there has been 27 bell and 6 still alarms. 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The fire alarm telegraph is in good condition 3nd gives 
perfect satisfaction. 

The system at present consists òf 33 boxes, 22 miles of 
wire, divided into two circuits, 1 whistle at electric light sta- 
tion, 3 indicators, 17 small bells, 12 mechanical tappers, 1-2 
circuit repeater, 150 cells of battery, with all necessary sup- 
plies, tools, etc., in good order for the operation of the same. 
We also own 1 bell striker in the tower of the First Congre- 
gational church. 
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The apparatus of the department consists of three steam 
fire engines, 6 hose carts, 2 hook and ladder trucks and 1 pro- 
tective wagon. 

The force of the department consists of 1 chief and 3 
assistants, 1 lineman and steward of department and 75 men. 
Each engine company has five bunkers, the Hook and Ladder 
company two. 


APPARATUS AND PRESENT CONDITION. 


Engine Company No. 1—1 fourth-class Clapp & Jones 
engine, 1 two-wheel hose cart, carrying 500 feet of hose, all in 
good order.

Chiefs Room—1 carpet, 1 desk, 1 bed, chairs and spit- 
toons, all in good order. 

Morningside—1 two-wheel hose cart, carrying 400 feet of 
hose. 

HOSE, 


There are 9,150 feet of cotton rubber lined hose, 8,650 feet 
of it is in good condition, 1,500 in poor condition. 

We have 800 feet of old cotton rubber lined hose which is 
used by the sewer commissioners. 

There has been laid at fires in the past year 27,450 feet of 
hose. 
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HOUSES. 


Engine house No. 1 is in fair condition. 

No. 2 Engine house, which is oceupied by No. 2 Co. and 
the Hook and Ladder Co., is in poor condition. 

Protectives— The Protectives’ quarters are in a portion 
of the store house ; better quarters are very much needed. 

It has been necessary to make some slight repairs in No. 2 
house to make it habitable. 


IIORSES. 


All horses for the department are furnished from the 
different livery stables in the city as usual, and this is the 
best plan I ean recommend until we have suitable quarters in 
the department houses for them. 


SALARIED MEN OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The salaries of men. employed in the department are as 
follows: Chief engineer, $600; assistant engineers, $120 
each ; lineman and steward of the department, $720; engineers 
of steamers, $120 each; stokers $100 each; the seventeen 
bunkers receive $50.00 a year, each ; the call men now receive 
$25 and 40 cents per hour extra duty.

WATER. 

In all cases of fire in the past year, the water supply has 

been ample to meet the demand for all purposes. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would respectfully recommend the purchase of 2000 
feet more of hose; I would also recommend the purchase of 
new and heavier wheels for No. 1 and No. 2 steamers, as these 
have been used for a number of years, and are too light for 
the use they are now getting. 

I would also respectfully renew my recommendation of 
last year that a new engine house be built on School street 
suitable for Engine Co's. No. 1 and No. 2, the Protectives, 
and Hook and Ladder Co. This, I think, is the proper place 
for such a house, and there is none too much apparatus for the 
business portion of the city. This part of the department is 
worthy of a new house, and by giving them suitable quarters, 
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and such quarters as are actually needed, you encourage your 
firemen and get better men in the department. It is unneces- 
sary for me to dwell on this longer, as the city government is 
familiar with the subject and know the needs of it. I would 
not recommend the purchase of a chemical engine until suit- 
able quarters are provided for it, also a permanent team and 
men to handle it. 

In conclusion I would tender my sincere thanks to His 
Honor the Mayor, and all the officers under the city govern. 
ment for their kindness at all times, especially those coming 
under the head of fire department matters ; to Chief Nicholson 
and all officers in his charge, I am truly grateful for their 
assistance at fires. I especially thank my assistant engineers 
and all officers and members of the Pittsfield Fire Department 
for what they have done to make it a success.

Report of School Committee. 


To the City Council of Pittsfield - 


For information touching the Public Schools of Pittsfield 
for the year 1893, the total enrollment, average membership, 
sanitary condition, the progress of specific school work in the 
various departments, and all the details of expenditure during 
the year, the Council is respectfully referred to the Superin- 
tendent’s report appended hereto, the Committee having for- 
mally approved and adopted his report as that of the School 
Committee. 

The Committee in this brief communication confines itself 
' to some of the more pressing needs of the schools and asks for 
them your most serious consideration. It would be agreeable 
to us in this season of business depression and disaster to 
forego all questions of extraordinary expenditures, but a just 
regard for the important interests intrusted to us will not per- 
mit us to be silent. 

The pressure of school population upon school accommo- 
dations constantly forces upon us the question,“ W here and how 
shall we find room for the children who should be in school ?” 
The following table shows the crowded condition of some 
schools.

along the line. It would by no means accomplish all that needs 
to be done, but would be a good beginning. Complete provision 
for the portion of the city under consideration will not have 
been made until another building shall be erected in the 
eastern part. 

Besides the considerations already advanced, the com- 
mittee are decidedly of the opinion that it is bigh time for a 
beginning in kindergarten instruction, and in the erection of a 
new building it would be of first importance to take this into 
account and make provision for it. We have no hesitation in 
saying that the adoption of this work would not only add ma- 
terially to the effective time in school, but would be sure to 
make all the years of school life more effective. It is no matter 
of mere experiment. The simple fact is that in this thing we 
are not where we ought tc be, —in the front. 

As for Linden Street and Orchard Street training schools, 
while the pressure is great, it may be possible to alleviate the 
situation for a little time by an arrangement that will give half 
of each school session to one set of pupils and the other half to 
another set. An hour or an hour and a quarter is as long as a 
young child of five or six or seven years can be profitably em- 
ployed at school at one time. 


We ask for the publie schools for the year 1894 :— 
For salaries of teachers, fuel, eare, ordinary 


repairs, salary of superintendent, contin- 


gent expenses, eto., $58,000 
For new school building, 17,000 
For finishing room at Morningside, 500 
For school furniture, 300 


These figures are not in our opinion indicative of extrava- 
gance. We are not unmindful that the times call loudly for 
economy. But our household has been greatly enlarged,—we 
have more mouths to fill. The sire of the family may empha- 
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size the necessity for frugality in our style of living. Let us 
content ourselves with plain clothing if need be, but never 
deny bread to our children.

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FINANCES. 


The amount of expenditures during the year just closed is 
$56,999.51, the same being $499.51 in excess of appropriation 
made, and exceeding the preceding year's expenditures by 
$3,070.16, notwithstanding the fact that the schools, except- 
ing the High School, were one week shorter than in previous 
years. ' 

The increase in expenditures will be found chiefly in (a) 
the increase in teachers’ salaries ; (b) the cost of fuel ; (c) the 
repairs made necessary in part by the sanitary changes in the 
Orchard Street building, the raising of stacks at Morningside, 
and the making and furnishing of a room in the Linden Street 
building.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


On May 1, 1893, there were 3,653 children between 5 and 
15 years of age residing in this city. Of these nearly 95 per 
cent. have attended our publie schools. No city in the coun- 
try,as far as I know, with a population as large as that of 
Pittsfield enrolls so great a proportion of her school enumera- 
tion in the public schools. When one considers what this large 
percentage means it becomes very patent that Pittsfield is 
emphatically a public school city. 

With 100 of the same aze attending private schools in 
Pittsfield, there were about 98 per cent. of the school popula- 
tion in school during the year. 

The whole number of the pupils enrolled during the year 
was 8,969 against 3,721 for 1892, an increase of 248, the high- 
est enrollment ever attained in the Pittsfield schools. 
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Of the pupils registered in the schools during the year, 
about 6 per cent. attended the High Sehool, 14 per cent. the 
Grammar schools, and 80 per cent. the Primary and Inter- 
mediate schools. 


WORK OF THE SCHOOLS. 


As attention was called in last year’s report to the work 
in detail that the schools were doing, it is unnecessary to re- 
peat at this time what was then said. 

lt is believed that in attendance and discipline, general 
instruction and training, the past year has been as well util- 
ized, and as fruitful in results as any year in the history of 
the schools. Nothing has occurred to retard the progress and 
impair the efficiency of the work. 

There have existed during the year commendable har- 
mony among the teachers, most pleasant relations between 
them and their pupils, and a growing confidenc: on the part of 
our citizens. The general plan of instruction which was 
adopted in 1889 has been continued during the past year, 
varied only by such changes as experience and modified con- 
ditions have made desirable For particulars regarding the 
High School, Training School and the Departments of Music 
and Drawing, I refer you to the special reports. 


> SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The attendance at the Fenn Street school building during 
the past, term has been in excess of the seating accommoda- 
tions. Much trouble must be experienced in the building at 
the beginning of the spring term in providing room for the 
pupils in this section of the city. To relieve the crowded con- 
dition of this school, provisions for additional school facilities 
in the southern part of the city should be made. 

The old building at Silver Lake should not be used longer 
than absolute necessity compels. It will also be necessary in a 
short time to furnish more ample accommodations than the 
Linden Street school and the Training school at present afford. 

Before any definite action has been taken toward solving 
the difficult problem of school accommodations, I would recom- 
mend that the committee carefully consider the advisability of 
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a new building on Elizabeth Street. If the present building is 
not replaced by a new one,a large expenditure of money 
will be required to put it in proper sanitary condition. A six 
room building would afford accommodations for many pupils 
now attending the Center Intermediate. 

Pupils in the higher grades at Fenn Street could be sent 
to the Center school without inconvenience, and ample room 
would be provided for the primary grades. 


THE CONDITION OF SCHOOLHOUSES. 


The work of janitors has been commendable as a rule, 
gradual improvement being noticeable in the condition of the 
school buildings as to cleanliness and in the attention paid to 
the many appliances intended to promote the health and com- 
fort of teachers and pupils. 

In the majority of the schools the sanitary condition is 
quite satisfactory, the repairs and alterations in the plumbing, 
heating, ventilation and closet accommodation having been 
quite extensive during the past year. 

The improvements made in the Russells school building 
after plans suggested by the state inspector of buildings cost 
$1,334.11; of this amount, $1,190 was paid from a special ap- 
propriation. The building is now heated by steam and is well 
ventilated. In the wooden building on Orchard Street the 
p'umbing has been entirely changed and the closets very much 
improved. In the Training school ventilation of the school 
rooms and closets is now afforded by means of a fan run by an 
electric motor. $2,587.91 have been expended in improve. 
ments on these two buildings; of the amount expended 
$2,188.93 was paid from special appropriations. Perfect satis. 
faccion, however, will not be given in my judgment until the 
classes are removed from the front halls and placed in annexes 
in the rear of the building. 

The condition of the Elizabeth Street school building 
should receive attention during the summer vacation or earlier 
if possible. At the present time the closets are in no fit con- 
dition for use. The desks in the fourth and sixth grades at 
Orchard Street should be replaced with desks of suitable size. 
Paint, oil and kalsomine are greatly needed in several build- 
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ings. I would also recommend that the school yards be 
graded, concrete walks be made, and that flowers and shrub- 
bery be planted. 

In a city that prides itself on beautiful lawns and well 
kept streets, the yards about the schoolhouses present nothing 
that is attractive or elevating. There is no reason why the 
janitors cannot take care of the yards without extra expense 
to the city when the improvements have once been made. 

The completion of two rooms on the third floor in the Lin- 
nen Street school has given accommodations which were very 
much needed in that section of the city. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


The course of study ın the primary, intermediate and 
grammar grades remains practically the same as it has been 
for the past four years. Slight changes have been made as 
new text-books have been adopted and as time and experience 
have developed a necessity therefor. 

It has been our wish to bring our course gradually into 
line with the best thoughts and to embody those subjects 
which are recognized as essentials in lines of information and 
training. securing to each pupil the highest possibilities which 
a course of instruction can afford. An effort has been made to 
give more time to language, science and literature. By omit- 
ting the non essentials of geography and arithmetic, time can 
be saved which might be given profitably in the grammar 
grades to the elements of algebra and geometry, branches in 
which the elements of training and discipline are prominent. 
Our course of study should be thoroughly revised at the close 
of the school year in June, and wherever possible the different 
branches should be brought into such a relation that they 
will aid one another. It is a mistake, in my judgment, to at- 
tempt to make a course of study permanent. We are living in 
a progressive age and public schools should be so managed and 
directed that the pupil will be able to study and possibly solve 
some of the problems of to-day, and thus be better prepared 
for to-morrow. 

The course of study should be elastic, permitting changes 
as the interests of pupils demand. 
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Before introducing new branches or making radical 
changes, it has seemed to me to be wise to await the result of 
the experiments now being tried by many cities better able to 
ineur the expense involved. 

The time is near at hand when manual training and kin- 
dergartens should be considered. 


WORLD'S FAIR EXHIBIT. 


By invitation of the State Educational committee an ex- 
hibit of the work of our schools was prepared and sent to 
Chicago, where it formed a part of the Massachusetts educa- 
tional exhibit. 

Nothing unusual was attempted. It embraced pupils' 
work in arithmetic, language, botany and drawing. The exhi- 
bition made by our schools, though small, was highly credita- 
ble and was so pronounced by the most competent judges. 
For excellence in botany and drawing our schools have been 
given two awards. Much credit for this recognition is due the 
Supervisor of Drawing, whose work ranks well with that of 
the best teachers in the country. Pittsfield parents may well 
be pleased with the attention their children's work received at 
the World's Fair. 


KINDERGARTEN. 


The establishment of kindergartens in connection with 
our public school system would, in my judgment, be produc- 
tive of much good. Wherever they have been given a fair 
trial, the results have been most gratifying. Commissioner 
Harris says: "There should be a kindergarten system in close 
connection with the primary schools. It should receive chil- 
dren at the age of four years and train them in neatness, po- 
liteness and gentle manners. The old system of primary edu- 
cation does not gather in the spoiled child of the rich or the 
children of the slums in time to cure them. Hence the kinder- 
garten commends itself as an important member of the system 
of city schools." The patronage given to the private kinder- 
garten in the city proves not only that its value is recognized, 
but that there is a public demand for kindergarten instruction. 
I sincerely trust that the way may be opened in the near fu- 
ture for one or more of these schools. 
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MANUAL TRAINING. 


Probably no feature of popular education has been the 
subject of so much inquiry the past two or three years as man- 
ual training. Its practical utility seems to be conclusively es- 
tablished by the experience of many cities. The subject is 
worthy of consideration. Before adopting manual training as 
a part of our school system, the kindergarten should receive 
attention. I would recommend, however, that the subject be 
referred to a special committee for careful investigation, and 
that a report be made to the Board in season for action in one 
year from this time. 


PENMANSHIP. 


Penmanship as a branch of education now holds high rank 
in the estimation of modern and progressive educators. 

A practical knowledge of penmanship is a qualification re- 
quired of a young man or young woman in finding employment 
in many of the desired positions of the present day. While 
the writing in many of our schools is creditable, I think most 
excellent results would be obtained by the employment of a 
special teacher for a short time in this department. Pupils 
constantly changing grades, and hence teachers, cannot make 
rapid progress in this important branch of study. Uniformity 
of teaching penmanship cannot be secured among teachers of 
no special training, without some instruction additional to 
that given by the charts and copy-books now in use. If a good 
instructor can be secured until the method of teaching becomes 
systematized, visiting the schools two or three times each 
week, I would recommend the employment. The expense of 
a temporary teacher would be trifling compared with the ben- 
efits which pupils would receive. 


CO-OPERATION OF PARENTS. 


It is noticeable that at the exhibition of any school, the 
number of parents and friends is so large that even standing 
room cannot be obtained. This is encouraging for teachers 
and pupils, yet a greater benefit would be accomplished if a 
heartier co-operation of parents should be secured and main- 
tained throughout the year. The occasional presence of par- 
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eits at the school on other days than “exhibition” or “visita- 
tion” days affords an opportunity of observing the regular 
work of pupils. Could parents visit schools more frequently, 
they would have a better understanding of the progress and 
welfare of their children.

SUGGESTIONS. 


Earnestly desiring that the Pittsfield schools may continue 
to improve and prosper, I most respectfully make the follow- 
ing suggestions : 

(1. That none but teachers of superior qualifications and 
and good health be employed. 


(2.) That earnest effort and loyal service on the part of 
teachers be rewarded by such salary as will afford just com. 
pensation for their labors. 
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(3.) That no efficient teacher be allowed to leave our 
schools for a more remunerative position when a reasonable 
advance in salary will retain her. 

(4.) That the classification of pupils be such as will per- 
mit them to advance strictly according to their abilities. 

(9. That a new course of study be prepared for the 
schools before the beginning of the next school year. 

(6. That the course of study when prepared permit the 
introduction of algebra, geometry and elementary sciences in 
grades below the High school. 

(7.) That a Kindergarten school be started as soon as 
circumstances will permit. 

(8) That penmanship receive consideration, and a special 
teacher be employed for a short time. 

(9. 'That we encourage every effort to cultivate the 
reading habit among the pupils of the schools. 

(10.) That complete reference libraries be te in all 
the large school buildings. 

(11.) That all schools be well supplied with necessary 
apparatus. 

(12.) That cabinets and bookcases be supplied all schools 
and the collections of specimens and books encouraged. 

(13.) That school lots be beautified. 

(14.) That our teachers be encouraged to form the per- 
sonal acquaintance of the parents, and thus secure their sym- 
pathy and support. 

(15. That some plan be adopted for the decoration of 
the school buildings and rooms. 

(16.) That greater care be taken in the employment of 
janitors. There is no calling where punctuality, courtesy, in- 
dustry and common sense are more serviceable than in this 
position. 


CONCLUSION. 


For the work done by the schools for the three years of 
my administration I have no apologies to make. We have 
done the best we could, and I am under great obligations to 
the teachers for their loyal and hearty co-operation which 
has characterized our relations. To the members of the com- 
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mittee, without exception, I desire to tender my most grateful 
acknowledgments for their eordiality and unanimity with 
which support at all times has been given me.

REPORT OF TIIE PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. A. M. Edwards, Superintendent of Schools: 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
High school for the year ending Dec. 31, 1893: 

The work of the school had its beginning, continuance 
and completion under very favorable conditions. But one 
change has been made in the corps of teachers, the attendance, 
as shown by our monthly reports, has been uniforni and con- 
stant, and there has been a feeling of confidence and hearty 
co-operation between teachers and pupils. Such a feeling is 
both commendable and indispensable. 

The course of study as outlined in your last report has 
been followed for the most part. The study of German has 
again been added to the list of studies. These classes are 
well attended and a commendable progress has been made. 

Stenography has been introduced as an elective and has 
been received enthusiastically by many of the pupils. In- 
struction is given once a week to the advanced division, and 
twice a week to the beginners. The system taught is Cross’ 
Eclectic Shorthand, but it is taught entirely without text- 
books. 

About 50 pupils have taken this study during the past 
term. The progress has been constant, and the members are 
evidently intending to prepare themselves adequately for 
amanuensis work. 

The study of higher mathematics will of necessity claim 
their part of our attention in the future if our pupils are to 
enter the nigher institutions of learning unhampered and un- 
conditioned. 

It remains to be seen how general will become the ten- 
dency to take French in the place of Greek for preparation to 
Williams college. 
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An attempt on the part of the teachers is being made to 
regard the text-book as of less importance than formerly. This 
is particularly true of the Sciences, Geometry, History and 
English. 

To the majority of pupils this method evokes an earnest- 
ness of effort and an enthusiasm for work which add to the 
efficiency af the school and to the building up of mental sub- 
stance. Close and conclusive reasoning is what the keen and 
healthy mind relishes. 

. An unusually large number from the class of ’93 has en- 
tered seven higher institutions of learning, where their work 
is highly gratifying to the school. 

Last June our efforts were directed towards securing 
favorable recognition for our work by the authorities of col- 
leges where our pupils were not admitted on certificate. No 
request has been made where the school's certificate has not 
been received. 

I feel warranted in saying that practically all the colleges 
where certification is allowed will permit us to send pupils ex- 
empt from examination.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF TRAINING SCHOOL. 


To A. M. Edwards, Superintendent of Schools -

DEAR Sir: I have the honor herewith to submit my an- 
nual report for the year ending Dec. 8, 1893. 

All the grades have been crowded beyond the usual limit. 
To relieve the pressure in the fourth grade a temporary parti- 
tion was p'aced in room three. This division made a small 
room which has been used for elass work. 

Three more rooms are required to accommodate the large 
number of primary children that attend the Training school. 
Owing to the scarlet fever “scare” it was decided not to have 
public graduating exercises when the young ladies finished 
their course of study, Mar. 31, 1893. 
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The measles, so prevalent last term, visited the homes of our 
pupils, thereby causing a loss in ou? per cent. of attendance. 


Several applications have beel received from persons re- 
siding in other towns to enter the Trainiug school. Those who 
took the examination were two young ladies from West Stock - 


bridge, and one from each of the following towns,—Lenox, 
Dalton and Richmond. 


Formerly the teachers were subjeet to constant change ; 
this plan caused great annoyance and inconvenience. During 
the past two years and a half permanent teachers of experience 
have been in charge of each grade. This method enables the 
teachers to become better acquainted with their pupils and 
their requirements, to originate various devices that will 
awaken interest and rouse the mental faculties into activity. 


The faithful and earnest work manifested by the senior 
and pupil teachers with the cordial co-operation of the parents 
has served to promote harmony and progress in our work. 


In connection with the usual class work the pupil-teachers 
have listened to lectures on subjects pertaining to schoel work 
and school government. They have observed and taught in 
the publie sehools of the city, and have received special in- 
struction in drawing from the supervisor, Miss Warner. The 


music lessons were conducted by the musical director, Mr. 
Smith. 


Improvements have been made in the sanitary condition 
of our building. It is to be hoped that the closets in the halls 


will be removed to a place where heat and light may be ad. 
mitted:

REPORT OF THE EVENING SCHOOL AT RUSSELLS. 
Jo A. M. Edwards, Superintendent of Schools - 


The school opened this season on the evening of Novem- 
ber 13, 1893, with an unusually large attendance—so large, in 
fact, that it was beyond the seating capacity of the rooms on 
the upper floor of the school building, and a room on the lower 
floor was used also. The average attendance for the first week 
was over 100. As a considerable number of scholars came 
from Pontoosuc, they were accommodated nearer home and 
the over-crowded rooms relieved by the opening of another 
evening school at Pontoosce on the week following. 

While the attendance has been quite irregular and, no 
doubt, must continue so until the co-operation of the manufac- 
turers is secured, there seems to be, however, not the same 
general falling off in attendance as heretofore, which is, no 
doubt, attributable to the fact that some are out of employ- 
ment and others are not employed the usual number of hours, 
and consequently have more energy and leisure to attend. . 

None are counted as scholars who have not attended four 
evenings, and those who came from Pontoosuc and attended 
the first week are not embraced in the number enrolled,though 
included in the attendance. The enrollment and attendance 


from the opening of the school to January 1st, 1894, is as fol- 
lows:

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The teachers this season are Mrs. Hemming, Mr. Leahey, 
Mr. Barry and the principal; and for a few evenings preceed- 
ing the opening of the school at Pontoosue, Mrs. Wadhams and 
Mr. Starkweather. 

As heretofore, we have tried to meet the individual tastes 
and desires of the scholars so far as our limited time allows, 
and so far as it can be done without encroaching materially 
on the primary and fundamental studies, viz: Reading, writ- 
ing, spelling and arithmetic, which a very large proportion of 
the scholars greatly need. 

Especial attention has been given to teaching English to a 
considerable number of scholars of French . nationality, whose 
attendance this season is larger than heretofore, and many of 
whom were unable to converse in English, and scnre 
were unable to speak or understand even a word of English. 
This year in addition to the course heretofore pursued, we 
have had most of them translate into English French sentences 
from a book gotten up for the use of schools, a supply of which 
books has been generously provided by the city for the partic- 
ular benefit of these scholars. a book used, we are informed, in 
one of the private schools in town. This exercise, by which 
these scholars acquire a knowledge of the English words and 
sentences corresponding exactly to the French words and sen- 
tences, seems productive of the best results.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Superintendent A. M. Edwards : 


The most important event, perhaps, in this department 
t he last year has been the introduction of the subject of draw- 
ing into the High school. Classes were formed early in the 
winter term, and the work until the end of the spring term; 
necessarily very elementary in character, consisted of a rapid 
review of the principles underlying the representations of type 
forms and the sketching in outline of objects based upon 
them. With the fall term we commenced regular High school 
work, adapting to our needs and conditions the course outlined 
by the State Director of drawing, published in the state report 
and used in some of our best High schools. The course covers 
a period of three years and isa suitable sequence to the 
Logical Course in Art Instruction. The first year the work 
of the Grammar school is reviewed and continued essentially 
on these lines—geometric, pictorial and decorative drawing— 
then pursued. After the first year there are two distinct 
courses; one mechanical and the other freehand, with certain 
scientific and art phases common to both. The results at 
present are necessarily modified by the lack of previous train- 
ing on the part of students, the short time accorded this sub- 
ject in the High school course and the want of a room properly 


lighted and equipped, These deficiencies,we trust,will be rem- 
edied in time. 
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During the winter and spring terms two classes in Draw- 
ing bearing directly upon the school work were held weekly 
and attended regularly by nearly all the teachers in the Gram- 
mar grad«s. These, with the class at the Training school and 
office hours semi-weekly, extended my school hours daily to 5 
or 6 p. m. 


The High school and teachers’ classes, providing for those 
who have hitherto constituted the larger number in the even- 
ing school, the attendance was not sufficient to make it seem 
advisable on the part of the Board to continue. Consequently 
there were no Evening drawing classes during the winter of 
1892-93. This year the Evening schools opened Nov. 20 with 
a class in mechanical drawing numbering sixteen. The work 
consists of geometric problems, orthographic projection, and 
the drawing of machine details especially adapted to the pur- 
suits of those composing the class. A freehand class, particu- 
larly designed for, but not confined to primary teachers, has 
been formed since the winter vacation. 


Especial effort has been made the past year to emphasize 
the educational value of drawing and its relation to other sub- 
jects. The crude drawing made by the little child in connec- 
tion with his language lesson often indicates better than any 
other means what thought he has gathered from the word pic- 
ture. History, geography, nature study and much of the other 
work in the Grammar grades gain a new significance when the 
sketch and the written description stand side by side. 

One source of pleasure and occasion for congratulation to 
the teachers and pupils has been the cordial commendation of 
the work at Boston and the bestowal of a first award at the 
World’s Fair. As we had not expected to represent this de- 
partment there and only complied with the earnest request of 
the State committee presented at the last moment, we had little 
more than a week for preparation. The sheets sent were there- 
fore simply the every day work copied hastily upon the paper 
required for the exposition. 

It is with especial appreciation that I acknowledge the 
cordial support of teachers, patrons and School Board, during 
the past year.

To His Honor the Mayor and the Honorable City Council: 
The Board of Public Works beg leave to present the fol- 
lowing report of their doings for the year 1893, just closed. 


HIGHWAY WORK. - | 
ORDINARY REPAIRS. 


During the last winter the heavy snows made large expen- 
ditures necessary for breaking out the roads and keeping them 
clear of snow, something over $4,000 being expended for this 
work alone. In the spring the roads were found to be in 
worse condition than usual, and a large portion of our appro- 
priation for the general ;care of roads and streets was ex- 
pended in putting them in order. This work was performed 
as thoroughly as possible, and in addition a number of streets 
and roads were given a coating of gravel. 

A portion of West street near the summer residence of 
Mrs. Buckingham was underdrained to relieve the road from 
mud. A section five hundred feet in length was underdrained 
by laying two parallel lines of drain tile at a depth of about 
five feet, and we hope this will accomplish the purpose intend- 
ed, and make the road hard and passable during the spring 
months. 
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An appropriation of $2,000 was made by the City Council 
for the purchase of gravel beds. For various reasons no gravel 
beds were purchased, and the money was transferred by the 
City Council and used for other purposes. 


CURTIS STREET. 


The grading of Curtis street from its intersection with 
Fourth near Tillotson's mill to Lincoln street north of the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad was completed early in the season. 
The work was done as thoroughly as the appropriation at our 
disposal would permit. The filling into Silver Lake was not 
completed the whole width of the street as accepted, but only 
sufficient to make a comfortable roadway. 


UNION STREET. 


Union street has been graded in conformity with the order 
of the City Council, making it a public way; new catch-basins 
built and the surface water disposed of. In connecting the 
new catch-basins to the surface drain which passes through 
Union street it was found that the sewerage from several 
houses entered said drain. Since then all of the sewer pipes 
from these houses, except those from F. A. Hand's block, have 
been removed and attached to the regular house sewer, and the 
Board feel that those should be, but under the circumstances 
hàve not the authority to compel the change. 


WEST STREET. 


The grading and improvement of West street was com- 
menced soon after it was ordered by the City Council, and was 
completed before the end ofthe season. It was found neces- 
Sary that more work should be done than was specified in the 
order, and difficulties were met with which had not been fore- 
seen, so that the cost of the work was in excess of the amount 
originally appropriated. The roadway and sidewalks were 
slowly filled in, giving the filling ample time to settle and be- 
come compacted by travel. There is now a good sidewalk 
twenty feet wide on the north side from the corner of North 
street to the depot. There are also six new crosswalks laid 
across the street at points where it was thought necessary, and 
three others rebuilt ; two new catch-basins constructed and the 
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old ones rebuilt; new stone steps at the depot platform; and 
the street regraded and regraveled in accordance with the 
order and plan furnished by the City Council. The street car 
tracks were also moved to the centre of the street, and raised 
to conform to the new grade by the Street Railway company. 


MACADAM. 


The Board is of the opinionthat the City should expend more 
money on macadamized roads. Ifall of our principal streets 
and roads could be once macadamized the annual expense for 
maintenance would be much less than at present. 


CLAPP AVENUE. 


As soon as the City Council had established the grade of 
West street the work of completing Clapp avenue was taken 
hold of. The remainder of the curbstone was set, gutters 
paved and street graded, rolled and made ready for macadam. 
Then a layer of course, crushed flint. stone was put down and 
well rolled, after being well sprinkled with water, this founda- 
tion being about five inches thick when ready to receive the 
top course. The whole surface was then covered with a layer 
of fine, crushed Westfield trap rock, then thoroughly sprinkled 
and rolled. This layer of trap rock was about three inches 
thick when completed. The top course was then covered with 
avery thin coating of stone dust and well sprinkled with 
water while being thoroughly rolled. The upper course of 
trap rock was packed into a firm, smooth surface, even to the 
edges of the street, where our flint rock would always remain 
loose. The completion of this work has transformed one other 
poor and disagreeable street into a dry and pleasant one. The 
Board would respectfully recommend that the City Council 
confer with the officers of the Boston & Albany railroad com- 
pany in reference to improving, either by macadam or paving, 
. that portion of their freight yard which lies south of the freight 
house. The travel between North and West streets over De- 
pot street and Clapp avenue passes through this yard. "There 
is also a large amount of heavy trucking, delivering and re- 
ceiving goods from the depot and cars. In wet weather the 
yard is terribly cut up by heavy traffic and becomes almost 
impassable. 
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WAHCONAH STREET. 


The Board determined to expend the most of the appro- 
priation for permanent improvements in macadamizing a por- 
tion of Waheonah street, that street being one of the principal 
highways both for light and heavy traffic, and most of the 
year being in a very bad condition either from dust or mud. 
It was found necessary to make some changes in the grade of 
the street. In the lowest place (through the “swamp”) the 
roadway was raised at an average of one foot. Further north 
it was necessary to lower the gutter on the east side in some 
places about twenty-five inches in order to get the proper 
grade for the macadam. The Pittsfield Street Railway com- 
pany raised their tracks to grades given them by our engi- 
neer, and a roadway twenty-four feet wide was laid on the 
easterly side of the car tracks. Flint rock was put on four 
or five inches deep and covered with a thin layer of stone dust 
from the crusher, watered and thoroughly rolled, leaving a 
space of about three inches below grade line for trap rock to 
be put on in the spring. The top coating of trap rock could 
not be put on last fall on account of the crushing plant at 
Westfield breaking down. Attempts were made to get trap 
rock from Meridan, Ct., and from Greenfield, Mass., but were 
not successful. When this piece of road is completed, it will 
give the people of the city a good example of macadamized 
road. Hitherto not enough macadam has been laid down in 
one place to give a fair understanding and appreciation of its 
value for roads and streets. 


SIDEWALKS. 
CONCRETE SIDEWALKS. 


The new sidewalk on the north side of West street is the 
most important piece of concrete sidewalk laid during the year. 
Other concrete walks have been built as follows: One on the 
east side of Pomeroy avenue, extending south from Geo. H. 
Laflin’s house nearly to the foot of the hill south of Broad 
street; on the north side of Columbus avenue from Daniels 
avenue to John street, and on the south side of John street to 
Onota; on the north side of Elm street from the Tannery 
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bridge to Newell street; on the north side of Henry avenue 
from South street to Elizabeth ; and on both sides of Clapp 
avenue the entire length of the street. The walk on the south 

„side of Fenn street was reconstructed from North street to the 
east end of the Brown block, and on the north side in front of 
the Methodist church. 


GRAVEL WALKS, 


A graveled walk was built on West Housatonic street from 
the railroad bridge to Hungerford's stone shop. On Onota 
street the temporary walk was continued to Lake avenue, and 
gravel walks were built on South Church street, Elm street, 
Columbus avenue and Crane avenue. Small pieces of gravel 
walk were built near the Government mill and also near the 
House of Mercy on First and Tyler streets to aid in the dis- 
posal of surface water.

SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


In the disposal of surface water more has been done dur- 
ing the past year than was anticipated. There is so much of 
this work needed that it is impossible to anticipate just how 
much will have to be done in any one year. 

At the House of Mercy the surface water from First and 
Tyler streets flowed upon the grounds, entered the buildings, 
and was liable to cause trouble and damage. The managers 
of the House of Mercy built a substantial wall next to their 
property on First and Tyler streets. The Board made some 
changes in the grade of said streets,filled in nextthe bank wall 
before mentioned, so as to form ghütters, built a gravel side- 
walk on the west side of First street and the north side of 
Tyler street adjoining the House of Mercy lands, paved the 
gutters,put in new catch-basins, laid a new paved gutter across 
the House of Mercy grounds, relaid the sluices across North 
street, and carried the water underground far onto the land of 
S. N. Russell. 

In connection with the grading of Curtis street, and under 
that appropriation, a culvert of cast-iron pipe, four feet in 
diameter, was put in to convey the brook north of the Boston 
& Albany railroad across Curtis street. 

In Burbank street a bad state of affairs existed. When 
Tyler and Burbank streets were constructed, the brook which 
flowed from what is known as Duck pond was carried across 
said streets by means of covered stone sluices. The proprietor 
of the land lying between said streets, and over which the 
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brook flowed, also constructed a covered sluice in the bed of 
said brook, connecting with the sluices built by the town. 

When the water was very high, gravel from Burbank and 

Tyler streets and the lands lying north of Tyler street was 

carried down and deposited in the bed of the brook on the south 

side of Burbank street, filling up the channel and causing the 
water to flow down said street in front of A. H. Rice & Co.'s 

silk factory where it united with the water flowing from the 
Curtis farm and other lands, flooding the streets on the north 

and east of said silk factory,and entering the natural channel of 
the Duck pond stream south of the factory. To obviate this 
whole trouble it was agreed between the Board and A. H. Rice 

& Co. that when Rice & Co. built a covered sluice on their land 
at or near where the water flowed across Burbank street, then 

the Board would reconstruct the sluice across Burbank street 
toenter it. | Accordingly a culvert of cast-iron pipe, three feet. 
in diameter, was laid diagonally across the street and connect- 

led at its upper end with the old private sluice and with its 
lower end entering the new sluice on the Rice land. That por- 
tion of the cast-iron pipe which was laid on A. H. Rice & Co.’s 
and was paid for by them. A catch-basin was also but in to 
conduct the surface water coming down Burbank street into 

the new sluice. 


On River street nearly one thousand feet of roadway be- 
tween Columbus avenue and Bradford street was raised from 
fifteen to eighteen inches,two catch-basins built,and an eighteen- 
ineh Akron pipe laid to conduct the water to the river. 


The City Council appropriated $800 for the purpose of di- 
verting some of the surface water which came down from Jubi- 
lee hill from the North street drain. Slight changes in grade 
were made on Francis avenue at and near Columbus avenue ; a 
portion of the gutters were paved on Francis and Daniels 
avenues and on Union and Bradford streets, and two new catch- 
basins were built at the lower end of Bradford street, thus in- 
tercepting a portion of the water which formerly reached 
North street from Jubilee hill,and carrying it down Francis 
avenue and Bradford street on the surface of the ground. This 
no doubt in some degree relieved the North street surface 
drain at the corner of summer street, but it increased the vol. 
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ume of water at the foot of Bradford street to such an extent 
that additional work may be found necessary there to take care 
of it. 

A change was made in the manner of connecting the catch- 
basin pipe with the surface drain at the corner of North and 
Summer streets which will probably enable the water to escape 
more rapidly, but the Board are of the opinion that this will 
not be sufficient to cure the difficulty and that trouble will 
still be had from excess of water at this place, and we are of the 
opinion that the only permanent and adequate remedy for that 
trouble is the construction of the surface drain system recom- 
mended by the Board in its report for 1891. The construction 
of that system would also afford relief for the water from Jubi- 
lee hill, Robbins avenue, Bradford street and other places.

SLUICES. 


The Board have laid, during the past year, twenty-two 
sluices of Akron drain pipe, of iron pipe, of stone and of wood. 


GUTTER PAVING. 


The Board has laid during the past year the following 
gutters, paved with stone : 

On the north side of Columbus avenue, from Robbins 
avenue to River street; on the east side of Pomeroy avenue, 
from Broad street south to foot of hill ; on both sides of Clapp 
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avenue, from West street to the south side of the Boston and 
Albany depot land; also about 800 feet on Bradford street, 
Union street and Francis avenue, and about 400 feet near the 
Government mill. The paving on the south side of Fenn 
street, in front of the Brown block, was relaid where the side. 
walk was repaired. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


T wenty-nine incandescent lights were put up between the 
railroad bridge on West Housatonic street and the lower 
Barker mill. There were also four added on South street, 
south of the railroad bridge; two on First street; one on 
Pearl street ; one on Winter street; and one on Onota street. 
One arc light has been placed at the corner of Henry and 
Elizabeth streets. All these lights were added late in the 
year, so that only one month's service has been paid from the 
year's appropriation. Early in the season, by order of the 
City Council, four incandescent lights were put in the tower 
of the Baptist church, to illuminate the clock dials in the night. 


BRIDGES. 


No new bridges have been built during the past year, but 
unexpected and extensive repairs had to be made upon two— 
the Rice bridge at the Junction, near the residence of Amasa 
Rice, and the bridge over the Boston and Albany railroad at 
Second street. 'lhe floor system of the Second street bridge 
was found to be seriously decayed, and it was necessary to 
renew it entire. The new timbers were vulcanized in the hope 
of greater durability. At the Rice bridge the earth upon the 
water side of the west abutment had been removed, it is 
thought by the use of dynamite for killing fish, and some of 
the stones of the footing course broken. This left the abut- 
ment unprotected from the action of the stream, and it was 
found to be undermined in some places three feet back from 
its face. It was decided to sink a coffer dam, drive piles and 
lay a protecting wall outside of the abutment, carrying it do wn | 
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far enough to protect it from further washing. The bed of the 
river being of a quicksand nature, this work was slow and 
costly. 

The Lulu Cascade, Tillotson's, and the Pontoosuc Avenue 
bridges, have also been repaired. 


WATER WORKS. 


Placing the highway work in the care of Mr. Shepardson, 
has enabled Mr. Hatch to devote his entire time to the Water 
Works, and therefore this department has been well cared for. 
In the matter of extensions, the change has been beneficial, the 
cost for extensions of water pipes having never been as low as 
during the past year. The laying of house service pipes, which 
must be done by this Board, under the ordinance of 1892, has 
added largely to the work of the water department. 


PONTOOSUC PIPE LINE. 


The Board would call attention to its recommendations of 
last year in regard to a new distributing main to Pontoosue, 
and earnestly recommend early action this year. It is scarcely 
necessary to call your attention to the fact that the entire 
Morningside section has no adequate supply of water for fire 
protection; that the Eveningside section has a still smaller sup- 
ply; and that Bel Air, Taconic and Pontoosuc have none 
whatever. This pipe line would supply that deficiency, help 
the service for fire purposes on North street and west of it, as 
well as at every point of connection, and provide for a large 
increase of water takers in the future. It would also do away 
with the necessity for shutting off the water from the entire 


system when repairs on the pipes were necessary in any sec- 
tion of the City. 


RAISING LAKE ASHLEY. 


Tt is the opinion of the Board, and concurred in by all 
engineers who have given the matter their attention, that Lake 
Ashley can be raised from two to four feet, and that there will 
be a sufficient rainfall in a majority of years to fill it at the 
increased height. An increase of two feet in height will give 


, 
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additional storage capacity for over fifty million gallons, being 
a month's supply for the entire city at our present wasteful 
rate of using water. This increased capacity of the lake for 
the storage of water would postpone the time when other 
additional sources of supply would have to be sought. We 
estimate the cost of raising Lake Ashley four feet, including 
new masonry dam 23 feet high and 135 feet long ; 517 feet of 
earth dam with masonry eore; raising 657 feet of roadway; 
clearing the land to be flowed of timber and wood ; the neces- 
sary coffer dams, and all incidental work ; at about $23,000. 


INCREASE OF PRESSURE. 


There has been considerable said of late about the desira- 
bility of increasing the water pressure upon our street mains, 
for better fire protection, and the question is often asked 
whether Ashley reservoir could not be moved up the mountain 
side, thus increasing the head so as to give a pressure suffi- 
cient to make hydrant streams effective at fires in any part of 
the city where the street mains are of sufficient size. At pres- 
ent the main reliance of the city for fire protection is upon the 
steamers. 


With a view to ascertain if this could be done, the Board 
has caused surveys to be made. Of the three reservoirs which 
supply the city with water, Ashley distributing reservoir is 
the lowest, the Sackett brook reservoir being 41.70 feet higher, 
and the Hathaway brook reservoir 53.87 feet higher. The 
water gauge in the office of the Board indieates an average 
pressure of 55 pounds during the day and 60 at midnight. If 
a new distributing reservoir was built on Ashley brook, at a 
height of 39 feet above the present reservoir, it would increase 
the pressure l7 pounds, giving an average pressure of 72 
pounds in the day time, and 77 pounds at night. This would 
still leave the Sackett reservoir a little above the Ashley, so 
that the flow of water could be managed as at present. By 
raising the Sackett dam level with the Hathaway, or as near it 
as convenient, and raising the Ashley reservoir correspond- 
ingly more, a still greater pressure could be had, to the extent 
of about five pounds additional. 
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No detailed estimate of the cost of building a new dam on 
Ashley stream has been made, but. it bas been found that a 
dam about 260 feet long would be required, and from 10 to 14 
feet high. It is probable that the cost of the new dam, and 
the extending of the pipes up to it, would be from $10,000 to 
$14,000, so far as can be determined from an inspection of the 
ground in the winter. 


HATHAWAY BROOK. 


The water from Hathaway brook was turned into the 
mains in April, 1893, and has helped to supply the city with 
water since that time. There is no doubt that this additional 
supply helped very materially to carry the city through the 
dry summer in a very satisfactory manner. Shortage of water 
supply was almost universal throughout the country, but 
Ashley lake was only drawn down two feet. The Board has 
taken two acres of land around the Hathaway reservoir, and 
the claims for damage are being settled. 


METERS. 


Late in 1892 the Board purchased a few water meters, and 
during the last of December and the first of January a num- 
ber of them were attached to the supply pipes of consumers 
where the Board had reason to believe that water was being 
recklessly used. These meters were permitted to run nearly 
three months before any change in rates was made, as an ex- 
periment. The results were startling. 

One block of tenements which had yielded less than one 
hundred dollars a year in water rates, was shown to be using 
water which if charged at meter rates would amount to over 
eight hundred dollars a year. The plumbing in that block 
has been thoroughly overhauled, and now scarcely more water 
is used than the schedule rates would cover. 

One business block which had yielded about $125 per 
year was using about $700 worth. The block has been almost 
entirely repiped and replumbed and now yields about $175 
per year. 

Another business block which yielded about $110 showed 
a consumption of water equal to about $300. This block is 
now being entirely replumbed. 
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A hotel paid $187.60 per year and the water was permit- 
ted to run to waste in all the closets, urinals,etc. It now pays 
about $275 per year with all the fixtures c&refully looked 
after. 

The Housatonic Railroad company was paying $100 per 
year net. A meter was put on Oct. 1, 1893, and the first quar- 
terly bill to the company was $181.28 net. 

These are some of the more striking instances of the ex- 
cessive use of water as proven by meters. We believe it would 
be wise for the city to make more general use of meters, not 
for the purpose of increasing the revenue from water, which 
does not always follow, but to detect and check waste. Many 
cities make general use of meters, and are able to reduce the 
consumption of water to as little as 30 to 40 gallons per day 
per capita, while according to an estimate made by Mr. M. M. 
Tidd, C. E., in 1891, the consumption of this city amounts to 
100 to 130 gallons per capita daily. Since then, however, the 
waste of water has been materially lessened by careful inspec- 
tion and the putting on of meters where they would afford an 
example to others. 


FINANCES.

Showing a balance of $15,940.43, which may be termed the 
profit from the water works for the year 1893. 


There has been expended by the Board $4,990.37 for ex- 
tension of the mains during the year, which should be reck- 
oned as an addition to the plant or capital. The City Council 
also appropriated the sum of $8,000 towards the extinguish- 
ment of the water works debt. The Board expended $489.21 
on the completion of the Hathaway brook addition, which is 
also an addition to the plant or capital. 


The receipts from water rates in 1893 show an increase of 
$1,343.79 over the previous year. The uncollected rates 
amount to $750.61. Included in the water rates collected is 
the sum of $3,152.50 paid by other departments of the city, 
$3,000 being for the use of hydrants, and the remainder for 
water used in public buildings and water tubs.

The only work done upon the City Hall during the year 
has been to put in another water closet on the ground floor, at 
the same time the plumbing of the building being entirely re- 
newed and made to conform to the City Ordinance on 
plumbing. 

PARK AND COMMON. 

The Park in front of the City Hall and the Common on 
First street have been kept in very good condition. The grass 
on the First street Common has been kept short and no hay 


was eut there. 
BURBANK PARK. 


A little over $100 was expended early in the season in 
fertilizing the grass at Burbank Park. Commercial fertilizer 
was purchased and sown broadcast by machinery. The crop 
of hay was decidedly better and was sold for more money than 
ever before, notwithstanding the dry summer. Every year 
something should be done in the way of fertilizing this land. 
No money has ever been appropriated by the City Council for 
improvements upon this park. The strip of wooded land 
along the shore has much natural beauty, and could be made 
very attractive at small eost. If a path were cleared and built 
along the lake shore and the underbrush cleared out, the at- 
tractiveness of the spot would be greatly increased. There 
should also be hitching posts for horses provided. 

INSURANCE. 

All the policies of insurance on publie buildings have been 
renewed as they expired. A large number of the policies will 
expire during the coming year, and the appropriation for this 
purpose will have to be much larger.

BOARD OF HEALIH. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield : 


The Board of Health most respectfully submit for your 
consideration the following report of its doings for the year 
past, 1893. 

The sewage system now almost completed has furnished 
a long needed want and the amount of good obtained by the 
same is immeasurable. 

During the year 1893 the new ordinance for plumbing 
necessitated the licensing of plumbers and drain layers.

PUBLIC DUMPING GROUND. 


The public dump has received especial attention the past 
year. A man is kept in daily attendance to care for the refuse 
brought there for disposal. Over 500 loads of gravel have 
been brought in to cover up material the past year. Barrels 
and boxes are burned daily. 


PUBLIC EXCAVATOR. 


There seems to be general satisfaction with the present 
method of caring for night soil and cesspools. During the past 
year the amount of material removed in cubic feet was, solid, 
14,819; of liquids, 13,037. This quantity is somewhat less 
than last year because of the more extensive use of the sewer. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


During the past year the Board of Health has been called 
on to investigate four outbreaks of this disease at the respec- 
tive farms of Mrs. T. Allen, Mr. W. F. Milton, Mr. O. T. Ben- 
edict and Mr. Lowden. At the Milton farm the Board consid- 
ered about 30 per cent. of the cows affected. So far 21 of them 
have been slaughtered, and of these 19 have been found dis- 
eased, while 2 were found not diseased. 

At Maplehurst over 50 per cent. were considered unsound. 
Up to date 13 have been slaughtered and every one has been 
found diseased. 

At Mr. O. T. Benedict’s 2 cows have been slaughtered, 
both of which were affected. 

Mr. Lowden's cow was an isolated case, there being no 
others kept with it. l 

The Board of Health consider that the public ought to 
be brought toa very thorough realization of the danger arising 
from using the milk and flesh of animals suffering from this 
disease. It has been repeatedly proved that the milk from tu- 
berculosed cows, in which it is impossible to detect tubercle 
Bacilli with the microscope, is yet in a poisoneus condition 
and capable of communicating the disease. 

The Board considers the chief cause of its spreading 
among dairy cows is over crowding, deficient cubie air space 
and defective ventilation. As a means of diagnosis your 
Board of Health strongly advise the use of the tuberculin test 
which is being used with the most satisfactory results notably 
in New Jersey. The Board also considers à more thorough 
State system for regulating and managing the disease should 
be inaugurated. We believethe management of contagious dis- 
eases of animals should be in the charge of trained veterinar- 
ians who should constitute the veterinary department of the 
State Board of Health. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


There has not been any severe epidemic of contagious dis- 
eases for 1893. While there has been a great number of 
cases of scarlet fever, it has been of an extremely light charac- 
ter and wonderfully low mortality. The city has been re- 
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markably free from diphtheria. There has been no small- 
pox. The following table shows the number of cases of each 
disease occurring eaeh month.

Inspector of Milk and Cattle. 


To the Honorable Board of Health of the City of Pittsfield: 


I have the honor of submitting to you my first report as 
Inspector of cattle and milk. I was appointed Inspector last 
June. Since that time I have visited 161 herd of cattle and 
examined 1832 head. Of this number 32 have been found dis- 
eased with tuberculosis and have been killed. I find that 
tuberculosis is more prevalent in the higher grades of cattle 
and our breeders cannot be too careful. They should have 
their animals carefully examined before using them for breed- 
ing purposes. In cattle this disease is rarely present in an 
acute form. This is a most dangerous feature because an 
animal may appear to be in perfect health, give large quanti- 
ties of milk and show no symptoms of being affected with 
tuberculosis. ; 

As milk Inspector I have granted 33 licenses to milk ped- 
dlers and 11 to persons who sell milk from their house or 
Store. The license fee is 50 cents, making a total of $22 re- 
ceived and paid to the City Treasurer. Milk peddlers have 
been required to paint their name and number of their license 
upon their carts. To enforce this law I was compelled to 
bring two of them into court. They were released upon pay- 
ing eosts and agreeing to comply with the law. 

The city bought a Babeock Milk Tester late in the season. 
Since receiving it I have made 22 tests. The standard for 
milk is 13. The highest test made was 14 25; the lowest was 
10.9. The next lowest was 11.3. These peddlers whose milk 
was below standard were notified that the next time I made a 
test and found that they were not selling milk up to standard. 
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I should prosecute them. The result is that some of the people 
of this city are getting purer and richer milk than they were. 

As Inspector I have not the power to quarantine. I would 
recommend to you that some one be appointed a quarantine 
officer.

Overseers of the Poor. 


To Hus Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City of 
Pittsfield : 


GENTLEMEN :—The Overseers of the Poor respectfully 
submit their third annual report for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1993. 

The Board was organized for 1893 by the re-election of 
John W. Clark as chairman and William Dimick clerk and 
superintendent. 

During the latter part of the year the demand for assist- 
ance was much larger than usual owing to the general 
depression in business which left so many unable to ob- 
tain employment. The judicious giving of alms is not an easy 
task. Pauperism must not be encouraged, while on the other 
hand none of our worthy poor should be allowed to suffer for 
the necessaries of life. We are fortunate in having for our 
superintendent Mr. Dimick, who is prudent, yet generous and 
sympathetic to the deserving. 

The local charitable associations have rendered assistance 
to a large number of persons, enabling them to bridge over 
temporary distress without applying to the city for relief. 

There is not enough room for the insane who are kept at 
the Almshouse and we would recommend the addition of a brick 
building containing about 28 rooms. This would enable us to 
keep all of the insane in the new building, which should be 
constructed with a view to making the life of this unfortunate 
class as comfortable as possible. 

The Almshouse will need painting this year, otherwise the 
building is in good repair and will, we believe, compare favor- 
ably with any in the.state for comfort and cleanliness. 
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The barns are in poor condition, but we do not advise any 
expenditure of money in repairing them this year. 

The Soldiers’ Relief has been separated from our depart- 
ment and is now furnished under the direction of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

We have always found our City Physician, Dr. Mercer, to 
be prompt and attentive to the wants of the poor, and a word 
of merited praise is due him from this board. 

On the account of the out-door poor, $1,343 07 has or will 
pe paid to the city treasurer from the state and other cities 
and towns, leaving the net cost to the city $5,851.79. 

There will be a credit on the Almshouse account of 
$391.09, leaving the net cost $4,483.29. 

We would ask for an appropriation to meet the expenses 
this year, as follows:

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There have been aided by out-door relief 158 families of 
472 persons; 186 were males, 286 females; 264 of that number 
were children under 16 years of age; 91 families of 286 per- 
sons, of which 101 were males and 185 females ; 160 of that 
number children under 16 years of age, were legally settled in 
this city. 

There were 33 families of 81 persons, 37 of which were 
males and 44 females; 44 of which were children under 16 
years of age, having settlements in other cities and towns. 

There were 36 families of 105 persons, of which number 
48 were males and 57 females, six of that number were chil. 
dren under 16 years of age, having no legal settlement in this 
Common wealth. 

All these families were visited and their cireumstances in- 
vestigated and settlements located as far as they could be and 
a record kept for future reference. 

The number receiving out-door relief was larger than the 
preceding year, owing to the large number out of employment. 

There have been 11 insane and feeble minded supported 
at institutions and in private families ; six were at Northamp- 
ton Lunatie Hospital some portion of the year. One was dis- 
charged and one takeu to our city Almshouse. "There were 
six there Dec. 31, 1893. | 

There was one at the Worcester Lunatic Hospital and re- 
maining at the close of the year. 

There was one in a private family in the town of Prince- 
ton which was there Dec. 31, 1893. 

Massachusetts School for the Feeble Minded. There were 
two in this institution at the commencement of the year. One 
was taken to our city Almshouse. The other has not been a 
charge to the city since April, 1893.

I should be neglecting my duty if I did not refer the 
board to our City Physician (Dr. Mercer), whose kind atten- 
tion and earnest efforts in behalf of the sick and dying will 
never be forgotten by the inmates of our institution. It has 
been understood that whenever we desired his attendance on 
the siek to inform him. He has not only come promptly at 
every call, but many times coming three miles without such 
call. 
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Mr. Shaw, our assistant, as usual has been constant in his 
labor and attention to the needs of all concerned. 

The net cost per week for each individual was two dollars 
and 24-100 ($2.24.) 

I think no institution in the state with an asylum con- 
nected with it and especially with nearly one-half of the whole 
number insane (the wear and tear of an insane person far ex- 
ceeds a sane person) can make a better showing so far as cost 
is concerned. 


CITY FARM. 


Much was said in the early part of the year in regard to the 
unproductiveness of the farm. If tax payers had taken the 
trouble to examine they would have found their mistake, as 
the following table of the produets of the farm will show for 
1893 and it has been on that same line for the past 10 years. 
I think it will compare favorably with any seventy-five (75) 
acre farm in the county (some 10 or 15 acres of it in small 
timber) especially when one takes into account that there was 
no hired help for the farm, the work all being done by myself; 
and as I could get it from one and the other of the crippled 
ones that were sent for us to care for. A certain other city 
farm was mentioned several times as selling three thousand 
dollars’ ($3000) worth of milk, but they failed to state the 
amount it cost to run the farm and institution, which was be- 
tween seven and eight thousand dollars, almost double the 
amount it cost to run ours and we had a much larger number 
to support than they. I have done the best I could to get the 
most I could with the least cost to the city and give them good 
substantial food and warm clothing and also plenty of fuel to 
keep them comfortable night and day. 

Thanking the board for the liberal supplies they have wil- 
lingly furnished and their kind regards and support, we re.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF TIIE 


CIIY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council, Gentlemen - 


CITY ALMSHOUSE. 


The sanitary condition of our city almshouse for the past 
year has been excellent, and no sickness existing among its 
inmates could in any way be attributed to the institution or 
its surroundings. Although we have had a number of deaths 
during the year,still these have occurred among the aged people 
whose chains of life had many feeble links, and who would 
in all probability, long before this, have been gathered in with 
their departed relatives had they been living in some of the 
ill-ventilated, unsavory and narrow abodes within the city lim- 
its. It should be a source of pride to the city officials and the 
Overseers of the Poor to know how well and faithfully all the 
details in its government have been carried out. 

The windmill which was erected about a year ago has per- 
formed its work equally as well in the winter as in the sum- 
mer months, so that neither extremes of temperature appear 
to have produced any unsatisfactory changes in the workings 
of its machinery. The supply of water from the spring has 
also been very plentiful throughout the year, but it has 
been found by experience that the wooden tank 
which holds the water for the use of the house 
is not large enough, as it is only capable of holding a supply 
sufficient for twenty-four hours’ use. On calm days, when 
there is a lack of sufficient wind to propel the fan of the wind- 
mill, this not only leaves the household without water, but it 
also leaves the buildings without the necessary means of pro- 
tection in case of fire. It is the opinion of Mr. Hermance that 
another tank of the capacity of the present one could be built 
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at a slight expense, and so connected with the one in use that 
it would afford an abundant supply for all purposes, unless 
an unusually long calm should occur, which event has not 
happened since the mill has been in operation. 


THE INSANE DEPARTMENT. 


The insane department is now overcrowded and has been 
for some time past, so that a few of the mildest cases have had 
to be confined at night in one of the sane wards. This is neither 
a wise nor a prudent thing to continue doing, as the rooms are 
not properly arranged for the eare of these insane persons, and 
safety and discipline require that they should all be in one de- 
partment. More room, then, will be necessary for this class 
of inmates, which, together with the water tank spoken of 
above, it might be well to eonsider as one of the needs of this 
institution. 

POLICE STATION. 


This building is totally inadequate in size to furnish the 
necessary accommodations for this important department of 
the publie service. The want of space for the proper protec- 
tion of prisoners while awaiting trial, has been clearly and 
fully stated by the Chief of Police in his report of last year. 
I most heartily endorse all that part of his report which states 
so succinctly the need of more rooms, and I think perhaps it 
might be well to point out one of the dangers, which the Chief 
could not be expected to foresee, but which might occur in a 
building of such small capacity, where a crowd of forty-two 
persons are often huddled together at night, in one small room, 
each one of whom is in the worst possible condition, to be de- 
prived of pure air, yet each one vitiating what little air is in 
that room by his breath and the exhalations from his body. 
Should any of these persons be found dead or dying in the 
morning, it would be a very serious matter as regards the rep- 
utation of the city. And yet such might have happened, like 
the catastrophe which occurred years ago in the prison in Cal- 
cutta, where one hundred and forty-six persons were thrust 
into a room about twenty feet square, having two small win- 
dows at one side, the prisoners having been previously greatly 
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fatigued and the weather being extremely warm. The two 
small windows served but to keep life flickering for awhile, 
and only twenty-three of the one hundred and forty-six were 
alive when the keeper opened the prison in the morning. This 
only illustrates what might occur and should awaken the at- 
tention of our city government to the much needed improve- 
ment. Moreover, those persons who are brought in there 
wounded and injured very often have to be laid upon the ce- 
ment floor in order to have their wounds dressed, while the 
surgeon has to kneel down upon the same to do his work, as 
some of these poor wretches are too feeble to sit in a chair 
while being attended. Often, too, he has to do this work in 
the midst of other prisoners, who are not well balanced on 
their feet and who jostle against the wounded and the sur- 
geon, tbus making the work more difficult. All this is simply 
because these men cannot be placed in cells, which at these 
times happen to be already occupied by other prisoners, and 
because there is no other room to take the wounded into, nor a 
bed nor a table to place them upon while performing these 
operations.

The Police Department now consists of a Chief of Police, 
Captain of Night Patrol, Fifteen Patrolmen and a Matron. 

The whole number of arrests was 924. Of this number, 
462 were for drunkenness, 245 of which were arrested before 
May 1st ; the remaining 217 were arrested since no-license be- 
came a law in this city. This number includes 64 drunken 
persons taken from incoming trains. 

While the whole number of arrests were 390 less than last — 
year, the Department has been taxed to its full capacity in 
performing the regular and miscellaneous duties, together 
with a great amount of extra work necessary to suppress the 
illegal liquor traffic in all parts of the city. 

During the year 65 raids were made on suspected illegal 
liquor dealers, where liquor was found; of this large number, 
43 were successful and 34 convictions were secured at court, 
against this class of offenders. The attention of the whole 
department has been given to the enforcement of the liquor 
laws when possible to do so, and four regular officers were 
detailed a portion of the time, and three officers since May 1st 
to give their whole time and attention to this line of duty. As 
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raids are only suecessful when sufficient evidence can be pro- 
cured to show that business of an unlawful nature had been 
conducted in places where liquor is found, they must be care- 
fully watched for some time in all cases. The work is not 
confined to the illegal places altogether; the pocket dealers; 
the clubs and carriers have required no little attention, and all 
violaters of this class have been promptly prosecuted and con- 
victions secured when possible. 


The Department has seized 28 gallons of whiskey, 146 1-2 
gallons of lager beer, 215 gallons of cider, one gallon of alcohol, 
20 3-4 gallons of ale and one quart of cider brandy, making a 
total of 481 gallons and one quart of intoxieating liquors, also 
1134 bottles, 23 jugs, 12 barrels, 8 kegs and 77 glasses. 

Two hundred and forty-seven gallons and two quarts of 
intoxicating liquor and the vessels containing the same were 
declared forfeited by the Court and ordered delivered to the 
Chief of the District Police at Boston ; the 215 gallons of cider 
was ordered returned to the owner, as a test case was made 
upon this seizure, and it was found that it could not be held. 


Five of the persons raided left the state and but one has 
as yet returned since their departure. 

An examination of the foregoing table will show the 
number of arrests for drunkenness and other offenses growing 
out of the excessive use of intoxicating liquor is much smaller 
than the corresponding period last year, which proves very 
conclusively that the liquor laws have been carefully and thor- 
oughly enforced. 

The city has been remarkably free from any crimes of a 
very serious nature during the year; four arrests for breaking 
and entering were made and the stolen property recovered. 

On aecount of the numerous burglaries committed in the ad- 
joining towns, it was deemed advisable to establish a “dog 
watch" throughout the resident portion of the city, consisting of 
as many officers as could be spared from the business streets 
during the night, and 67 tramps found in barns and sheds and 
walking around the streets were arrested and brought to the 
station. 

Five hundred and eighty-six lodgers were accommodated 
more than last year, making a total of 1959 in all; together 
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with this large number, 924 persons were arrested and brought 
to the station, greatly overcrowding our very limited quarters 
which owing to more and important improvements in the 
other departments of the city, could not be enlarged during 
the year; it has therefore been necessary to rent store-room 
for seized liquors and other goods brought to the station. If it 
is not deemed expedient to enlarge the station as recommended . 
in my last report, I would recommend that an amount suf- 
ficient to re-paint and thoroughly renovate the station be ap- 
propriated and that some more effective means be used to 
properly ventilate the tramp room. The law provides that all 
cities and towns must provide some suitable place for lodgers 
who apply to the authorities for shelter. They cannot be 
turned away and a great many of them are worthy of proper 
care and a decent place to sleep. The property of our citizens 
is much safer also with the tramp in the police station and 
kept there until the people are up and about their homes and 
places of business; for that reason raids have been made 
throughout the city for the better protection of person and 
property. As they could not be released at the station, they 
were brought into court and discharged. 

.. The warrant for keepers and owners of unlicensed dogs 
was served by the department; the Assessors returned 744 
dogs and 398 dogs were found not returned, making a total of 
1042. Of this number, 21 were double entries, 37 had no dogs, 
24 were dead, 27 were shot, 13 were sold, 8 left the city and 6 
were stolen, leaving a total of 835 males and 71 females—in 
all, 906 dogs registered in the city. The duties required by 
this warrant have been most carefully and thoroughly per- 
formed. 


The miscellaneous duties require of the department a 
great deal of care and attention, as all the doors and windows 
of the business houses in the business portions of the city are 
carefully examined every night to see that they are securely 
fastened and undisturbed, One of the officers on this tour of 
duty discovered a back door of one of the business places un- 
fastened, which upon examination was found to have been 
broken open, and upon careful examination found and arrested 
the offender secreted in the store. 
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Together with this, their line of duty, careful attention 
must be given to the prompt discovery of fires throughout the 
city, and 11 alarms were rung in by officers during the year, 
and one fire was discovered and extinguished without a gen- 
eral alarm being given. 


Two officers are required at the Academy at nearly all of 
the entertainments to keep order, and one officer is needed 
nearly every night during the winter months to keep good 
order at the publie halls during entertainments given by our 
many local societies. 


The discipline of the department is excellent, every mem- 
ber of which has endeavored to give the city the most prompt 
and efficient service possible, aud great credit is due them for 
their unanimous co-operation in the enforcement of all the 
laws, and especially the liquor laws, which is no easy task in a 
no-license city. 


For the very valuable assistance rendered me in the per- 
formance of all the duties of the department during the year 
I have to thank them most sincerely. "The services of Mrs. 
Sarah M. Dean as matron have been most satisfactory, as 
usual, and no city or town, where women are unfortunate 
enough to be held as prisoners in a station house, ought to be 
without a matron. I therefore most respectfully recommend 
the re-appointment of Mrs. Dean for the ensuing year. 

It is my sad duty to report a vacancy in the department 
during the year, caused by the death of Officer Fred. U. Had- 
sell on the 21st day of November. 

He was appointed a police officer November, 1892; during 
his term of service he gave to the department and to the city 
his best efforts to perform all the duties of his office conscien- 
tiously and faithfully, responding at all times promptly and 
cheerfully to all the requirements of the department. By his 
death the city has lost a most valuable and efficient officer,and 
his associates in the department, a true and loyal friend. 

In the enforcement of all the laws, and especially the 
liquor laws, it must be borne in mind, that the crucial test is 
the trial in court. Offenders cannot be convicted without suf- 
ficient evidence ; suspicious circumstances will avail nothing, 
and arrests made before cases are carefully prepared and reli- 
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able evidence obtained, will do more harm than good, and in 
all cases where the government has been sustained by com- 
petent evidenee, convictions have followed. To his Honor, 
_ Judge Joseph Tucker, is due the thanks of the citizens of 
Pittsfield and the Police Department, for the careful considera- 
tion and attention given all cases brought before the District 
Court by the department during the year. 

To his Honor, the Mayor, Mr. Jabez L. Peck, and the Hon- 
orable City Council, I am greatly indebted for the many cour- 
tesies extended the department during the year, and for the 
substantial support aecorded me in the enforcement of the 
laws and maintaining the present good standing of the Police 
Department. 

Fully appreciating the substantial manner in which I have 
been supported in the performance of my duties in this de-
